MARITIME CUSTOMS REVENUE 


According to the Chinese 
Economie Bulletin the customs 
receipts for Shanghai for the period 
November 1 to December 15 showed 
a decrease of 28 per cent. in import 
duty and 9 per cent. in export 
duty in comparison with the figuree 
for the corresponding period last 
year. Receipts at Canton decreased

Following is a translation of the 
revised regulations governing the 
‘second issuance of the 24 per cent. 
Customs Surtax Treasury Bonds, 
submitted by Mr. T. V. Soong, 
Minister of Finance, at the  Sist 
meoting of the Government Council 
of the Nationalist Government and 
which was sanctioned at the same 
meeting. 

1. These bonds shall be named 
bonds of the second issuance of the 
Surtax Treasury Bonds of the Na- 
tionalist Government. 

2 The said Treasury Bonds 
shall be issued with the sanction of 
the Nationalist Government upon 
petition of the Ministry of Finance, 

3. The total amount of the said 
‘Treasury Bonds shall be fixed at 
$40,000,000. 

4. Tho sald Treasury Bonds 
shall be applied to make up the 
deficit in the military and govern- 
mental budgets of the present year, 
and also for the reimbursements of 
the short-term governmental loans 
of the Nationalist Government. 

5. The monthly interest of the 
said Bonds shall be fixed at 8 per 
cent.

7. The said Bonds shall be issued | 
from the first -day of the tenth 
month of. the 16th Year of the Re- 
public of China, 

8. Upon the issuance of the said 
Bonds, an interest of three months 
will be paid in advance; from ‘be 
first month of the 17th year, to the 
12th month of the 18th year of the 
Republic of China, the interest of 
‘the said Bonds’ shall “be paid 
regularly once every month; from 
the first month of the 19th year, 
one-fortieth of the principal and

the Chinese farmers and coun- 
trymen in the vicinity of Shang- 
hai when the holiday house- 
boaters wended their way along 
the canals and in the lakes of 
adjoining country, there was 
more of an atmosphere of old 
times when Chinese and for- 
eigner jested on the weather and 
cheered each other on, That 
atmosphere was the healthy 
China untouched by Communist 
doctrines and by the slogans of 
the Kuomintang. ‘The masses 
of the Chinese are a friendly, 
lovable people who are generally 
‘on good terms with the for- 
eigners in the land, missionarie: 
and business men, and even 
casual tourists, It used to be 
true that only in the large 
citios, where the impact of dif- 
fering civilizations was perhaps 
more startling, did ordinary 
human attitude 

the zest for accentusting dif- 
ferences, That urban attitude 
expresses itself mort. bitterly 
in the returned students and in 
the class-conscious revolutionists 
who have dominated Chinese 
politics during the past three 
years, 

Ordinarily men do not hate 
each other. They have to be 
taught to hate, and in fact hav 
to be spurred on to hate. Ordin 
arily the rule of live and let 
live domin: motives, 
particularly among the peasant- 
ry of any country who have @ 
sufficiently hard time earning 
their daily provender without 
thinking of broad political or 
racial problems. As long as 
‘one does not interfere with 
one's household gods, as long 
as none of the highways are 
disturbed, as long a3 the women 
and the family system is kept 
sacred, it matters little whether 
the person is a native or some 
exotic being who: sponds. his 
days in houseboats rather than 
in the comfort of his couch. It 
is only when people are stirred 
over grievances, real or imagin- 
ary, that they ‘come to believe 
that the devil is really carnate 
in the being who fishes and 
shoots wild ducks. ‘The Chinese 
are hardly different from othe 
Babies were told in their 
‘eradies to beware of the “foreign 
devit” and perhaps they really 
Delieve that we are evil just 
as any other spook might do 
him harm, but, on the whole, 
the Chinese views the foreigner 
and our ways as curiosities like 
the calf with a double head and 
the blued-eyed (Chinese whom 
hhe occasionally sees or hears 
about from story tellars. 

Among all peoples, particu- 
larly primitive peoples, there is 
the tendency to exclude the 
foreigner because of the in- 
sistent tendency toward racial 
hhomegeneity. Even in the Bible, 
‘there is the constant prohibition 
among the Jews against inter- 
marriage, against even eating 
and drinking at the tables of the 
Gentiles. Keep the race pure at 
any cost, was the iden of the 
ancient “Israelites, and that 
attitude is evident everywhere 
in the world today. The in- 
istence upon a Nordic culture 


In the 


















































in the United States, the closing 
of the doors to the immigrants 
and the strong racial antipathy 
toward coloured peoples, are 
only another expression of this 
same exceedingly primitive view 
toward the foreigner. But this 
attitude seldom expresses itself 


-| in boycotts and strikes, in stone- 


throwings and even in murder 
mong any people except upon 
instigation by propagandistic 
organs. In China, this attitude 
of racial self-preservation has 
been ever-present, although at 
various times foreigners were 
welcome in the country and even 
held high office under. the 
throne. In the Tang Dynasty. 
foreigners were particularly 
valued and in the Mongol and 
even in the Manchu dynasties, 
they were given honours by the 
throne and they were undisturb- 
ed by the people. It is only 
when the force of nationalism 
is applied to hatred, when the 
masses are first taught to fear 
and then to hate, when the 
violent forms of ‘hatred are 
encouraged by those in author- 
ity, that such events as the Nan- 
king outrage become possible. 
AS soon as the officials cease 
insisting upon mass demon- 
strations of racial hatreds, the 
people become normal and hope 
to sell a chicken to a pi 
houseboat, For the mas 
the Chinese people, like the 
masses of any other people, do 
not want to be bothered about 
all the intricacies of high in- 
ternational politics. And that 
leads one to the mass attitude 
towards the foreigners. Certain 
Chinese, but much more so their 
foreign’ protagonists and pro- 
pagandists, have been secking 
to establish it as a bistorical 
fact that the whole Chinese peo- 
ple are anti-foreign and par- 
ticularly that they are anti- 
British. That fact cannot be 
established because it is not 
true. ‘There are some Chinese 
who are anti-foreign and there 
are some who are anti-British. 
But the vast masses of the pe 
ple are ordinarily friendly with 
everyone and the British usually 
find that in normal cireum- 
nces they get along with the 
Chinese very nicely. ‘The recent 
bitterness was not normal, It 
has not a sound historical back- 
ground. It might have been 
anticipated that in certain cir- 
cumstances the time would come 
when the Chinese would want 
their treaties revised and chang- 
ed completely, but such a desire 
need not have taken on the form 
of hatred and bitterness which 
has been witnessed in this coun- 
try. That attitude on the part 
of the Chinese people was partly 
the result of the Russian 
inspired propaganda which com- 
menced in 1923 and was partly 
the result of the decision of 
the Kuomintang on January 1, 
1924, to. concentrate the enti 
force of the attack on the for- 
eigners on one Power and that 
And the 
reason for that attitude was not 
that the Chinese hated Great 
Britain more than any other 
Power but that the Kuomintang 
determined to strike at the most 
powerful, the most important, 
of the Powers in China. The 
campaign of hatred then ws 
not psychological but political. 
Tt was not based upon psycho- 
logical experience but upon 8 
definitive political programme. 
Perhaps the day of that hatred 
is passed. Perhaps the new 
governments will not continue 
to foment such a sentiment 
among the people. At any rate, 
even the casual observer can 
note that there is no animosity 
among the ordinary masses in 
the vicinity of Shanghai and 
that denotes that conditions are 
perhaps returning to something 












































CHINA IN 1927 
Jan, 10-15. 


The retrospect of events in 
China during 1927 is perhaps 
mors difficult to write than that 
for any other year because so 
much occurred so rapidly that 
one hardly knows what to com- 
press in the short space avail- 
able in a newspaper. The year 
was undoubtedly crucial in the 
history of China and requires 
detailed consideration of men 
and purposes, but in these 
columns only the barest outline 
can be given. The end of 1926 
witnessed the spectacle of the 
Kuomintang and the Nationalist 
armies arriving at Hankow and 
taking possession of the central 
Yangtze regions. Labour trou- 
bles and a vast agitation among 
the peasants, particularly in 
Hunan, accompanied their 
rival. ‘On January 3, the anti- 
British demonstrations became 
idly marked and an attempt 
was made to hold a mass meet- 
ing within the British Conces- 
sion, the crowd being dispersed 
by British marines. The mob 
became so truculent and so 
hostile that the few* marines 
were unable to hold the en- 
trances to the Concession unle: 
they took action which would 
only have precipitated a crisis 
of enormous danger to tho 
foreign residents. The result 
was that the crowds, led by 

tators, surged in 



























seized and occupied the area, 
In the course of this invasion, 
the mob desecrated the Cenotaph 
opposite the British Consulate. 
Numerous acts of vandalism 






were reported. “The Britis 
authorities felt that it wa 
impossible to hold the masses 
of Chinese, who were in an ugly 
mpod, without firing: therefore 
the Concession was turned over 
to the Chinese.” 

‘On January 5, all women and 
children were evacuated from 
the British Concession in Han- 
kow. Pickets and students, sing- 
ing and yelling, passed through 
the area, carrying signs, rejoic- 
ing in their victory. As it was 
anticipated that the men might 
also be evacuated, Mr. Eugene 
Chen, the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment, interceded with the 
American merchants, requesting 














them to remain. At the same 
time, British and American 
women and children were 


evacuated from the whole cen- 
tral and upper Yangtze region, 
from Kiukiang to Chéngtu, for 
there were disturbances, similar 
to, although not as violent 
those in Hankow. All men 
Hankow were concentrated at 
a safe place near the Bund. 
Humiliating orders were issued 
to H. M. Consul-General by 
labourers and peasants unions. 
‘The British Government on 
January 6 ordered two officers 
of the British Legations, Messrs. 
O'Malley and Teichman, to pro- 
ceed to Hankow to deal with 
the problem of the possession of 
the British Concession by the 
Nationalist Government. On 
January 7, Mr. Eugene Chen 
began a campaign of circu- 
larizing the Powers on the Han- 








British for the loss of their 
Concession which he said would 
otherwise have become a derelict 
area and he guaranteed to pro- 
tect life and property in the 
region under the control of 
his govenment. But, on the 
same day, American women and 
children ‘were ordered to be 
evacuated from Hankow. A 
Chinese provisional council, con- 
isting of Kuomintang min- 
isters, was appointed to ad- 
minister the Concession. On 
January 8, the British Conces- 
sion in Kiukiang was evacuated 
Decause of the anti-foreign 
demonstrations which were 
taking place there. Looting was 
general throughout Kiukiang. 

















like normal. 


‘The British flag was hauled 


down and all British subjects 
took refuge on men-of-war lying 
in the river. Business in Han- 
kow and Kiukiang ceased. 

‘The attitude and policy of the 
British Government with regard 
to the Hankow Concession and 
with regard to general events 
in China during the past year 
will be discussed as a separate 
subject in this summary. 

‘On January 10, all British 
men in Hankow were interned 
in the A.P.C. building with a 
twelve weeks’ supply of food 
and with ample arms to defend 
themselves from attack, Three 
days later it was reported that 
six hundred foreigners had 
been evacuated from Szechuat 
a herculean task because of the 
paucity of means of communica- 
tions throughout that province. 
On January 12, Mr. O'Malley 
met Mr. Eugene Chen for the 
first session and conferences 
were commenced which for 
some days brought forth no 
reports, but, on January. 23, Mr, 
Chen issued a pronunciamento 
explaining the attitude of his 
Government, He said: 

“What is the dominant aim? 

It is the recovery of China's 

full independence, which was 

lost as a result of defeat at 
the hands of the British, And 
until this act of historical 
justice is done, there can be 
no real peace between Chinese 
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On January 20, Messrs Ram- 
say MacDonald and Lloyd 
George visited the Foreign Of- 


fice and were informed with 
regard to the situation in Chin: 
‘The whole British nation wa 
aroused over the violent phy:

British firms, ‘banks and ship- 
ping were to resume normal 
business on January 24, which 
was done as far as possible, 
although the tactics of the 
labour unions impeded an effect- 

/e resumption of trade. 

A day previous, the first of 
the Shanghai Defence Force, 
the Punjabis, sailed from Hong- 
kong to Shanghai. On January 
24, the composition of the 
Shanghai Defence Force wa: 
apnounced, and with it the 
determination that events simi- 
lar to those which occurred at 
Hankow should not happen in 
Shanghai, Major-General John 
Duncan, it was announced, 
‘would command this force. A 
day later, a Japanese flotilla 
was sent to Shanghai. 

References can ‘be made in 
this summary only to the prinei- 
pal events. Such minor occur- 
ees as the looting of Hunan, 
Kiangsi and Szechuan and the 
attacks on the missionaries and 
foreigners in Foochow, can only 
be noted in passing. 

Tt was while the Nationalist 
Government was involved in 
this general anti-foreign com- 
plex in central China, that 
Shanghai realized its dangers, 














for, on January 23, Marshal Sun 
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Chuan-fang suffered his fir 
defeat, and it became evidet 
that he would not be abl 
hold his lines. Marshal Chang 
Chung-chang, Tupan of Shan- 
tung occupied northern Kiangsu 
on behalf of Marshal Sun, At 
the same time in Honan, Marshal 
Wu Pei-fu's subordinate gen- 
erals announced their independ- 
ence of him, and many of them 
allied themselves with the Na- 
tionalist group of armies tinder 
the command of General ‘Tang 
Seng-chi, who held the vicinity 
of Hankow and was at this time 
competing with General Chiang 
Kai-shek for military leadership 
in the Kuomintang. “On January 
24, martial law was enforced in 
the Chinese areas adjoining 
Shanghai and all British mi 
sionaries were evacuated from 
Ningpo. The Americans were 
also in due course requested to 
leave what their officials regard- 
ed as danger zones, 

‘The negotiations between 
Messrs, Chen and O'Malley 
had ‘been moving along but 
little public information wa 
available, Finally, at the end of 
January, they seemed to have 
reached a deadlock. On Februa- 
ry 1, the negotiations were re- 
‘sumed, but when it appeared as 
though there might be some 
success Mr. Chen broke them off 
after the draft agreement had 
been prepared for signature be- 
cause of the presence of the 
British troops in Shanghai, 
It was generally reported at the 
time that Mr. Chen was not able 
to obtain the consent of the 
Communists and radical Kuo- 
mintang members of his Gov- 
ernment, The — Communists 
were at this time organizing a 
Soviet experiment in Hunan 
and expected to carry it over 
into Hupeh, ‘The labourers and 
peasant unions were in complete 
control; the land tenure was 
re-arranged in accordance with 
Communistic precepts; a min«

Chen “and O'Malley 
signed the Kiukiang Agreement, 
returning that British Conces- 
sion to the Chinese; all policing 
to be handed over to the Chine 
and the municipality abolished; 
all municipal property was. to 
be handed over to the Kiukiang 
Club, while Chinese were to 
pay $40,000 as an indemnity 
for the looting of foreign pro- 
erty. 

‘The delicacy of Marshal Sun 
Chuan-fang’s position forced 
him to apply for more active 
asistance from the Peking Gov- 
ernment, and on February 17, 
it was announced that Shantung 
‘troops were being sent to Shang- 
hai to assist in the defence of 
the city. ‘More serious even 
than the Nationalist armies was 
the fact that Marshal Sun 
Chuan-fang’s rear was becoming 
completely disorganized by Ia- 
bour terrorism (to which special 
reference will be made later) in 
the interests of the Kuomintung. 
In fact, on February 22, the 
Gener@! Union publicly announe- 
ed that it would call a general 
strike to assist the Nationalist 
armies to take Shanghai, ‘The 
coming of Marshal Chan; 
Chung-chang into Kiangsu i 
creased the ‘dissension within 
Marshal Sun Chuan-fang’s ran) 
and it now became certain that 
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JANUARY 14, 1928. 
@:. nevals Bei Bao-shan and Chen 
o-yuan were not co-operating 
positively with the Northern 
armies. On February 17, Ning- 
po had to be evacuated by Mar-' 
shal Sun; a new line was 
formed at Sungkiang. Hang- 
chow was practically evacuated, 
for General Lu Hsiang-ting, 
‘Tupan, was the first of m 
refugees to arrive in Shanghai 
on: the 8th, February 24 
witnessed the first appearance 
in Shanghai of the Shantung 
troops, including a corps of 
“White” Russians. High hope 
was placed in these soldiers, for 
a general trike had been coi 
tinuous in Shanghai for some 
days, as many as 100,000 work- 
ers refusing to continue their: 
employment until the National- 























ist troops arrived. ‘The Post 
Office was closed, “but other 
essential industries ‘were pre. 


tected by the employment of 
“White” Russian substitutes, 
It was during these days that 
Shanghai saw the gruesome 
picture of old-fashioned execu- 
tions under General Li Pao- 
who hung up’ the cul 
‘heads in tell-tale basket 
On February 22, the first real 
scare of the fighting came over 
Shanghai, A Chinese gunboat 
lying in the Whangpoo deliber- 
ately fired into Chinese territory 
and the French Concession, 
seriously imperilling the lives 
of the residents. There was a 
reply from the Arsenal, This 
attempt was to announce that 
Admiral Yang Shu-chuang had 
gone over to the Nationalist 
cause. He and his ships sailed 
out of Shanghai waters to the 
‘Yangtze to await the arrival of 
the Nationalists, whose victory 
now seemed to. be taken for 
granted to the great demoraliza- 
tion of Marshal Sun's forces. 
‘One value of Admiral Yang’ 
shooting was that all Shanghai’ 
defence forces were rapidly 
mobilized, proving the capacity 
f the city to defend itself, 
Major-General Duncan ar- 
rived in Shanghai on February 
25, but even before his comi 
the defence lines had been 
pushed out to the Shanghai- 
Hangchow Railway tracks. The 
personal appearance of Marshal 
Chang Chung-chang in Shangh: 
February 27 and the installa- 
tion of Admiral-General Pi 
Shou-chen to the command of 
Shanghai gave the appearance 
of renewed Northern vigour, 
Dut an immediate attempt to 
foree Shantung banknotes on 
Shanghai merchants ted to con- 
siderable By 
March 1, however, it nad become 
@lear beyond doubt that Na- 
tionalist strategy was planned 
with the object of avoiding all 
fighting in the vieinity of Shang- 


























hai, The immediate objective 
was Nanking. Both Marshals 
Sun Chuan-fang and Chang 


Chung-chang, then, returned to 
Nanking. It had been agreed 
that Marshal Sun's forces would 
entirely evacuate this area, 
leaving it to’ the Shantung 
troops. Sun's men retired to 
northern Kiangsu; his ranks 
‘were too torn by personal jeal- 
dusies for him to accomplish 
much more without a complete 
reorganization. 

‘On March 14, in accordance 
with the Chen-O'Malley Agree- 
ment, it was announced that on 
the morrow, the British Conces- 
sfon in Hankow would be hand- 
ed over. to the new Sino-British 
Council, The Chinese members. 
appointed were Huang Chang- 
kou, Mayor of Wuchang; Tsao 
T-tsang, President of the Chi- 
nese Chamber of Commerc: 
Chu Chu-ho, Chairman of the 
Hupeh General Labour Union; 
and Li Kuo-shan of the 
Hankow Kuomintang; the Brit- 
ish members were reported to 
be Messrs. Charleton (A.P.C.) 
Dixon, former Chairman of the 
Founcil and Duprée (Ewo). A 
‘week before, the British flag had 
een rehoisted on the flagpole 
if the British Consulate at 
Kinkiang and for some days 














there had been a quieter atmos- 
phere in the contrat Yangtze, 
although there was always the 
undertone of dangerous events 
to come. 

‘The withdrawal: of Marshal 
Sun Chuan-fang’s forces from 
Sungkiang to Nantungehow, in 
spite of the superior appearance 


ny|of the Shantung men, did not 


inspire confidence, because there 
was the impression that the 
gateways to Shanghai had been 
left open. On March 16, Gen- 
eral Ho Yin-ching actually 
found himself in Hangchow and 
announced his intention of 
rtly coming to Shanghai. He 
jed_a_ statement ‘to the for- 
eigners here in.which he re- 
‘quested them to observe the 
strictest neutrality. He said 
that no attempt would be made 
by the Nationalists to seize the 
Settlements here by armed foree 
‘or by mob agitation and that 
life and property would be pro- 
tected by his troops. Actual 
fighting was already taking 
place in the Taihu Lake region 
anf reports of the fall of Soo- 
chow and Changchow were be- 
ing efreulated daily. On March 
21, Shanghai City and suburbs 
fell into the possession of the 
Nationalist Army. There had 
been no resistance anywhere by 
the Notthern troops who seemed 
to have vanished into thin air. 
Not more than 500 Nationalist 
troops passed through Minghong 
and eventually occupied * the 
Lunghua military centre. The 
fact is that Shanghai was cap- 
tured by the labourers and arm- 
ed civilians who had taken pos- 
session of the Chinese areas and 
against whom the Shantung 
troops under Admiral-General 
Pi were helpless. 

There had been labour trou- 
bles in Shanghai since the be- 
gining of the year. During 
January, strikes and riots had 
broken out in the cotton mills 
and the large department stores 
had been forced to close by 
strikers’ demands which they 
had not been able to meet. ‘The 
tramway strike which lasted for 
almost a fortnight was marked 
by terrorism of a type not usual 
in Shanghai strikes, loyal work- 
ers being murdered by a new 
element in the Shanghai labour 
situation, the Labourers’ Protec 
tion Corps, which had been or- 
ganized to intimidate by murder 

















who declined to obey impli 
the orders of the Gener 
bour Union. On March 
nesses before the Provisional 
Court admitted that a murder 
organization was operating in 
Shanghai for this purpose. The 
real terror commenced on March 
10. Strikes broke out in the 
cotton mills. During the follow- 
ing days, Inbourers, accountant 
foremen, other loyal employees 
were being found shot as 
warning to other “running dogs’ 
of Imperialism. On March 16, 
the locomotive engineers of the 
Shanghai-Nanking and Shang- 
hai-Hangchow Railways struck, 
thus impairing the capacity 
the Northerners to move their 
troops. 

‘On March 12, there were at 
least 125,000 labourers on strike 
and the numbers continued to 

cell until the incoming Nation 
st officials were themselves 
imperiled by the increased 
power and recaleitrance of the 
General Labour Union, which 
now installed itself in the Hu- 
chow Guild in Chapei and issued 
orders of an official character. 
The situation was still further 
confused by the attempt of the 
Shantung troops to enter the 
International Settlement through 
the barricades, for Chapel was 
being held by’ armed civilians, 
Communists acting under orders 
of a secret committee which had 
bbeen.operating from a house in 
the “French Concession even 
while Marshal Sun was in 
charge of the city. and which 
was taking its instructions from 
Hankow by wireless. ‘The Shan- 
































tung troops rushed into the 


| They had remained outside the 


alleyways leading to Range 
Road and in their excitement 
fired at random, wounding and 
killing several persons. After 
creating pandemonium in the 
crowded areas between Chapel 
and Hongkew, they were dis- 
armed and taken into the Settle- 
ment, after being held in the 
stone yard at Range and North 
Honan Roads. The streets of 
this district on the following 
morning presented an amazing 
scene of discarded arms, muni: 
tions, uniforms and other im- 
pedimenta. The Northerners 
had run away, discarding every 
mark of a soldier in their flight! 


The “White” Russians, on the 
other hand, sought to make a 
last stand on their armoured 
car, “The Great Wall.” They 
held their position just outside 
the North Station, firing into 
Chapei until much of that place 
was-on fire during a windy 
spring night. The last stand of 
the “White Russians” was per- 
haps the only. act of military 
heroism during this capture of 
Shanghai by armed civilians; 
they ceased fighting only when 
they had run out of ammunition. 
‘Their attempts to leave Shang- 
hai were futile, for the railway 
above the city had been cut and 
Chékiang was in the hands of 
enemies. Caught in a rat-trap, 
they fought until there was not 
a shot left to be fired. Another 
act of heroism was that of the 
Catholic, Priest, Father Jac- 
quinot, who surged into a howl- 
ing Chinese crowd in Chapel, at 
risk of life and limb, forced his 
way to the Institution of the 
Holy Family, an orphanage, 
which was always in th 
of fire, and rescued the 
and children, who had spent a 
night in prayer, expecting at 
any moment to be slaughtered— 
or worse. 

That the Foreign Settlement 
and the French Concession were 
not looted by the despairing 
Northern troops, and that the 
armed civilians and their 
enthusiastic masses did not 
occupy this area as Hankow 
had been occupied, was due 
entirely to the presence of the 
Shanghai Defence Force and 
the mobilized defensive activi- 
ties of the Settlement. At every 
ingress to the Settlements, the 
troops had to keep off crow 
seeking to enter. Barricad 
bound about by miles of barbed 
wire, a curfew keeping the 
streets ‘empty at night, every 
entrance guarded by foreign 
troops the International Settle 
ment and the French Concession 
presented a picture of orderly, 
military preparedness, while out- 
side in Chinese territory, there 
was fire, looting, disorder and 
the occupation of all government 
buildings by the Communists. 
General Pei Chung-hsi, Nation- 
alist commander of the troops 
in Shanghai, did not arrive un- 
il a day after Shanghai fell and 
with him eame the first bat- 
talions of Nationalist troops. 
































city, until they were certain 
that all the Northerners had 
been evacuated. The  Com- 
munists, first of all, seized the 
police stations and let the pris- 
oners free in the gaols, They 
then entrenched themselves in 
the Commercial Press library, 
where they stored arms and 
munitions and from which they 
issued orders just as the labour 
leaders were doing from the 
Huchow Guild. A commune was. 
appointed for the government 
of Chapei and Nantao, consisting 
of Kuomintang and Communist 
leaders and local revolutionary 
heroes. ‘This commune proceed- 
ed to appoint officials for most 
offices, but few of these attempt- 
ed to assume their posts. For 
it was quite clear, immediately 
after General Pei Chung-hsi's 
arrival, that he was not pleas 
with the-oceupation of Chapei 
by the Communists and that. he 
was anxious that the general 















that he might restore order. All 
industries, the Post Office, even 
shops and small hole-in-the-wall 
businesses were closed. Na- 
tionalist flags appeared every- 
where. And from Nanking came 
the report that all foreign wo- 
men and children were being 
evacuated as rapidly as they 
could be brought to the men-of- 
war lying in the Yangtze. 
General Pei Chung-hsi's ef- 
forts to establish order on 
March 23, met with definite 
resistance on the part of the 
Communists in Chapel, who 
declined to issue instructions 
calling off the general strike, 
and the Kuomintang . military 
men were perhaps surprised to 
find ‘that the labourers were 
obeying the orders’ of the union 
and not of the properly con- 
stituted Nationalist offci 
Tt was while Shanghai was 
still in confusion and disorder. 
that Chinese and foreigners 
were’alike startled by the events 
in Nanking which have now 
gone down into history under 
the title of the Nanking Out- 
rage. The Hunan troops under 
General Chen Chien, occupied 
that city on March.23-4, Acting 
under instructions of Lin Tze 
hon, head of the Political 
Department of the 6th Army, the 
troops made a house-to-house 
canvass of the city to search 
for foreigners, and to these they. 
announced their intention of 
murdering all the foreigners in 
the place. Every foreign dwell- 
ing, official, commercial and 
private, in Nanking, was looted 
and everything in them destroy- 
ed. The British, American and 
Japanese Consulates were visit- 
ed and wrecked, The British Con- 
sul, Mr. Bertram Giles, wai 
wounded, as was also the British 
intelligence officer, Captain 
Spear; Dr. Satchwell Smith, a 
British physician, and Dr. J.B. 
Williams, president of Nanking 
University, were murdered in 
cold blood. Tt was unknown 
how many foreigners still_r 
mained inside the walls of Nan- 
king city, but, on Socony Hill, 
‘a number of British and Ameri- 
can residents, men, women and 
children, were able to con- 
centrate. They had been unable 
to proceed direct to the men-of- 
war in the river, because the 
Hunanese were actually pre- 
paring to kill them and had now 
surrounded the hill. Communi- 
cations between these imperilled 
refugees, among whom was the 
American Consul and his 
family, was maintained by the 
determination of two men of 
the U. 8. N. Signal Corps, who 
kept up a continued semaphore 
for help. Finally, an ultimatum, 
was sent to the Chinese offic 
demanding the immediate pro- 
tection of life and property 
of foreigners in Nanking; 
that the general in command 
should present himself aboard 
HMS, Emerald; that all for- 
eigners be delivered safely to 
the river under escort “by 10 
o'clock that morning (the 24th), 
But the refugees on Socony Hill 
‘were in too great a peril to wait 
for Chinese assistance. They 
were being shot at; they had 
to undergo the nerve-wrecking 
experience of constant search 
and inquisition by Hunanese 
soldiers. They knew that their 
Chinese friends could do no- 
thing for them. In other parts 
of Nanking, foreigners were be- 
ing hidden away by Chinese 
Christians and other Chinese 
friends who were risking their 
lives to protect them, but other 
Chinese, many of them befriend- 
ed by the missionaries, were not 
taking so idealistic a view of 
the situation, Finally, in des- 
pair, the refugees on Socony 
Hill ‘demanded immediate assist- 
‘ance. The British and American 
cruisers lying outside set up.a 
barrage about Socony Hill un- 
der which the foreigners, scaling 
walls and crossing fields, found:

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Two Catholic missionaries, 
Fathers C. Vanara’ and Hy 
Gugout, the former Italian, 
the latter French, were victims 
of the Communist murders 
in ‘Nanking. Both were at 
‘the Ricci College in Nanking 
when the assault occurred and 
died heroic deaths at their posts. 

‘The Nanking Outrage created 
an atmosphere of uncertainty 
about Shanghai, There was only 
the hope that the Defence Force 
would prove adequate. It be- 
came known that on Sunday, 
March 26, there was to be @ 
monster mass meeting at the 
West Gate, and that it was the 
intention ‘of the Communists 
that an attempt should be made 
to enter the foreign areas after 
the conclusion of that meeting. 
All official agencies were br- 
ganized speedily and effectively 
to evacuate all foreigners from 
the outlying districts. Concen= 
tration points were notified and. 
special signals were made 
known by circulars to foreign- 
ers, one of which was for them 
to remain indoors, the other to 
rush, with bare necessities to 
the concentration point, The 
struggle between the Kuomin« 
tang, General Pei Chung-hsi, 
and the Communists did not help 
to create an atmosphere of 
security. ‘ 

On March 25, General Chiang 
Kai-shek, practically a refagee 
from Communist antagonism, 
practically driven away from 
the Central Yangtze by Comrade 
Borodin, arrived in Shanghi 
suddenly, unexpectedly. It now. 
became known that the Nanking 
Outrage had been ordered by 
the Communists to prevent G 
eral Chiang Kai-shek from land 
ing there and declaring the city 
designated by Dr, Sun Yat-sen, 
the capital of the Nationalist 
Government. General Chiang 
Kai-shek entered Shanghai pro- 
tected by the Chinese Navy 
but uncertain as to the future 
that awaited him, 

It is necessary at this moment 
to give something of the story 
of the Kuomintang as distinct 
from the Nationalist Govern- 
ment. During the first week in 
January, when the Hankow 
British ‘Concession was seized 
by the mob, the party had come 
under the sole influence of the 
Left Wing, whose leadership 
was concentrated in Teng Jan- 
da and George Hsu Chien. Both 
these men became so closely 
allied to the Communist Party 
‘of China that it was impossible 
definitely to distinguish between 
them. The forces concentrated 
in Hankow, that is, the Russians 
under Comrade Borodin, the 
Communist Party of China, and 
Left Wing of the Kuomintang 
were bitterly opposed to General 
Chiang Kai-shek and his dis- 
tinetly personal following, who 
made their headquarters in 
Nanchang. During the entire 
month of January, the struggle 
for power between these two 
groups continued, gaining mo- 
mentum and bitterness as it 
went along, Comrade Borodin 
and George Het Chien accusing 
General Chiang Kai-shek of Neo- 
‘Napoleonism, while he more and 
more, veered to the Right. ‘The 
Hankow clement sought to 
elevate General Tang Seng-chi, 
and anticipated the eventual re- 
appearance of Marshal Feng 
Yu-hsiang to lessen the military 
pre-eminence in the Kuomintang 
of General Chiang Kai-shek. 
‘The crucial question was the 
holding of the Third Plenary 
Session of the Central Executive 
Committee of the Kuomintang. 

General Chiang _ Kai-shek 
sought to force the Party to 
mect in Nanchang where there 
was no Communistically-con- 
trolled proletariat to coerce the 
members, while Borodin and the 
©. P. insisted upon Hankow ag 
the only realistic scene for such 
a meeting. Bitter invectives 
passed betweert Chiang Kai-shek 
and George Hsu Chien and it 









































was during this period that 
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General Chiang issued a number 
of public pronouncements and 
wrote a series of letters, some 
of them addressed to the stud- 
ents of the Whampoa, Academy 
denouncing thé Communists and 
the Left Wing of the Kuomin- 
tang. ‘The breach between 
Chiang Kai-shek and Borodin 
‘seemed to be definitely unbridge- 
able: Finally, Hankow achieved 
a quorum, during the week be- 
gining March 7 and the C.E.C. 
met, in preliminary sessions, 
without the presence of Gen- 
eral Chiang Kai-shek. General 
Chiang Kai-shek’s supporters 
now all left Hankow (March 
10). ‘The Central Executive 
‘Committee determined to re- 
establish the Military Council; 
to abolish all emergency mea- 
sures; to limit the authority of 
General Chiang Kai-shek; to 
abolish the chairmanships of the 
Political Council, the Standing 
Committee, and’ the Military 
Council and to appoint a pre- 

ium for each instead; to 
move the headquarters of the 
Government and Party definitely 
to Hankow; to recall Mr. 
Wang Ching-wei, leader of the 
Left Groups in the Kuomintang 
from exile in Europe. ‘These 
decisions left General Chiang 
Kai-shek without real power or 
influence in the Party. It was 
‘an effective dismissal, 

‘The arrival of General Chiang 
Kai-shek in Shanghai on March 
25 marks a new phase in the 
history of the Kuomintang. Un- 
certain as to his reception, he 
had to measure the full value of 
the support and opposition of 
the moment, ‘The Army under 
General Ho Yin-ching was in 
reality his own army, entirely 
officered by his former pupils in 
‘the Whampoa Academy, but they 
were scattered from Hangchow 
to Nanking. There were not 
more than 8,000 loyal troops 
in Shanghai, and Chapel ‘was 
held by the Communists, who 
were supported by, armed’civil- 
jans and some troops, General 
Chiang immediately entered in- 
to conversation with Shanghai 
morcham. and banker elements 
for probable support, while in 
interviews with the’ Press on 
the Nanking. Outrage, he pro- 
mised that there would be an 
investigation and that the guilty 
would be punished, but he also 
put the blame on the retreating 
Northern soldiers, although he 
already knew that Li Tze-hon, 
the Communist director of the 
Political Department of » the 
Sixth Army, was responsible, 
Much depended on the mass 
‘meeting which was to be held, 
at West Gate, on March 26, the 
morrow of ‘his arrival.” By 
ingenious polities, General Pet 
Chung-hsi managed to turn that 
meeting into a colebration of 
the arrival of General Chiang 
Kai-shek, Tt was stealing the 
thunder from from the Com- 
munists, but their commune still 
functioned in Chapel, and they 
still controlled the armed 
civilians, 


‘The foreigners were woll pr 
pared for his mass meeting. 
‘The French were ready to meet 
the mob from West Gate with 
heavy fire, guns being posted in 
positions for the occasion, while 
the International Settlement was 
safely protected by the British 
and other foreign Defence For- 
ces. Not the slightest prospect 
of danger was left to chance. 
‘Meanwhile foreign women and 
children were brought into the 
centre of the city and everyone 
was ready for any possibility. 
“In interviews, General Chiang 
Kai-shek recorded how offended 
he was at the barricades and 
the closed gates, and the at- 
titude of apprehension on the 
part of the foreigners, which 
‘was unnecessary, now that he 
shad arrived. 

Notwithstanding General 
Chiang’s statement the Chinese 
of Shanghai were uncertain ai 
to the full meaning of his com- 





























Hankow - Ministers, and_ there 
were daily rumours of the ar- 
rivalof Mr. Eugene Chen. But 
Mr. Chen did not come. Instead, 
reports began to filter in from 
Hankow that General Chiang 
iek had been expelled 
from the Kuomintang, but those 
were still unconfirmed. Con- 
fusion, fear; despair, among the 
Chinese, marked ‘the — most 
desperate Sunday that Shanghai 
had known in its history, but 
it, passed over, and General 
Chiang Kai-shek entered upon 
a struggle with the communists 
in Chapet for mastery of Shang- 
hai. In interviews with foreign 
pressmen, it is interesting to 
note at’ this time, General 
Chiang said that he would 
‘assume responsibility for the 
Nanking Outrage. 

On April 2, an attempt was 
made to disarm the Pih Tung 
Tui—the armed civilians in 
Chapel. These men had received 
their arms from the Kuomintang 
and had made possible the 
capture of Shanghai, but they 
were now unwilling to be dis- 
carded from the ‘service they 
had entered upon. When troops 
under General Pei Chung-hsi 
orders went to their vario 
headquarters to ‘disarm the 
they resisted and many liv 
were lost. ‘The conflict which 
had resulted in an exchange of 
fire between the Kuomintang 
and these armed civilians, was 
a new attitude in the Kuo- 
mintang—this shooting on com- 
rades—but it was apparently 
necessary, for these men and 
armed women too, were acting 
under instructions from Han- 
kow. Although in this fight, 
something was done to restore 
authority in Chapel, the Com- 
mercial Press continued to be 
held by the Communists, who 
had now barricaded themselves 
for warfare. On April 3, Mr. 
Wang Ching-wei returned to 
China from France vid Mos- 
cow. He was travelling on a 
Russian boat and hoped to go 
iat once to Hankow without stop- 
ping at Shanghai, He was, how- 
ever, induced to stop over and 
to enter upon a series of con- 
ferences with prominent Kuo- 
mintang leaders in Shanghai at 
Dr, Sun Yat-sen’s house in Route 
Moliere, He eventually issued 
‘8 peace-making joint statement 
with the leader of Chinese Com- 
munists, Mr. Chen Tu-shui. A

Meanwhile, the news from 
Hankow proved increasingly 
distressing. Foreign refugees 
‘coming down river to Shanghai 
described the labour terrorism 
which has been set up in Han- 
kow, Kiukiang, and all, the 
cities of the Yangtze. Wuhu 
was particularly in danger, and 
the foreign gunboats were lying 
in wait to protect foreigners and 
foreign ships as they came to 
that port. In Nanking and in 
Chinkiang and in all the hinter- 
Tand of Shanghai, there was 
looting and rapine. No foreigner 
dared remain in that country. 
Since March 20, the Communists 
had been in complete control at 
Hankow, Chinese, as well as 
foreign ‘business now came to 
a stand-still, for no one could 
gratify the exactions of the 
Tabour unions. All foreigners 
were ordered to be evacuated 
from Nationalist territory, for- 
eign men-of-war being sent from 
place to place to take them out. 
‘The city of Nanking was. in 
chaos, for no government had 
been established there, and the 
fh Army was incapable of 
taking eare of the place, while 
even from such a°place as Soo- 
chow, the foreign women and 
children were brought to Shang- 
hai. Evacuations were also or- 
dered in Kuangtung and Kuang- 























ing, for they had expected the 


i, and here wes the amazing 


spectacle of all foreigners, mer- 
chants, missionaries, women, 
and children, most of whom had 
come to China to serve, being 
Griven out of their stations by 
an angry, slogan-impelled mob. 
‘The. eyes of the entire world 
were on China and newspapers 
everywhere were publishing 
columns of details of news of 
the dangerous position in. which 
the foreigners now found them- 
selves. As foreign merchant 
shipping moved in the Yangtze 
River, soldiers and the forts on 
shore fired upon them, so that 
they had to be escorted by men- 
of-war. The Kiangyin forts and 
other military centres on the 
Yangtze did not hesitate to fire 
even on the men-of-war, and 
they received in return interest 
on their output. 

In the midst of all this actual 
warfare, fifty-two Chinese or- 
ganizations in Shanghai sent a 
message to Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain, Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald regretting 
the Nanking Outrage and asking 
for patience. In the moment of 
despair, these organizations 
offered a gesture of friendship, 
but they were soon to deny re- 
sponsibility for the Nanking 
Outrage and even to attempt to 
deceive the world and the 
‘American public in particular 
as to its details. In anticipation 
of a continued advance of the 
Nationalist armies foreigners 
were now evacuated from Ho- 
nan into which it was expected 
Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang would 
soon enter from Shensi. In 
Shantung, there was a concen 
tration of foreigners at Tsing- 
tao, for immediate departure if 
necessary. 

The Ministers in Peking were 
in conference. Days passed and 
no announcement was made of 
decision. Inspired reports ap- 
pear in the press that Japan 
sought to avoid sending troops, 
that the United States was 
doubtful, that Great Britain 
would not come in alone—in 
meting out punishment for the 
Nanking Outrage. There was 
uncertainty of policy; and the 
Chinese began gradually to take 
hope that nothing would happen, 
that Nanking would go un- 
avenged. 

On April 4, however, Japan 
was startled by the attempt of 
a mob to seize the Japanese 
Concession in Hankow even as 
the British Concession had been 
seized there. A pretext was 
ble and'the mob, ready at 
all times, surged into the Con- 
cession, only to be met by ma- 
chine guns from the Japanese 
gunboats, General Tang Seng- 
chi offered his services to the 
Japanese, as Mr. Eugene Chen 
had offered his to the British; 
he would take over the policing 
of the Japanese Concession; he 
would maintain law and order. 
But the Japanese consular and 
naval authorities declined his 
assistance and intervention, and 
told the Chinese that they would 
not give up their concession to 
an armed mob. Japanese women 
and children were sent down to 
the Japanese ships in the Yang- 
tze and the Concession was 
turned into an armed fortres 
every preparation being mad 
to resist attack. Some Japanese, 
who were in danger in a Japan- 
ese cotton mill, in Chinese ter- 

itory, were finally delivered up 
to the Japanese authorities. The 

japanese Concession in Hankow 
was put in a state of defence 
which definitely denied it to the 
Chinese whose envious eyes had 
been upon it since January. 

Before it was possible to 
organize a new government in 
Nanking, it became necessary 
for the Kuomintang to suppress 
Communist activities in Shan; 
hai, where the Central Political 
Bureau in Chapei was still act- 
ing under direct orders from 
Hankow. On April 6, this 
Bureau was sealed by General 
Pei Chung-hsi. Almost im- 






































mediately, General Chiang Kai- 


shek. left for Nanking with 
General Ho Yin-ching and Mr. 
‘Wu Tze-hui, the old Kuomintang 
philosopher, to form a new gov- 
ernment. The character of this 
new government was still some- 
what uncértain; none of the 
important Hankow leaders fol- 
lowed General Chiang Kai-shek 
to Shanghai except Mr. T. V. 
Soong, and he would not join 
the Nanking Government, while 
‘Mr. Wang Ching-wei had. al- 
ready betrayed General Chiang 
and his colleagues with whom he 
had discussed union at Dr. Sun 
Yat-sen's house, It was neces- 
sary to find members of” the 
Central Executive Committee 
‘and the Supervisory Committee 
who had opposed Comrade 
Borodin’s influence in tht Party 
‘and who now would be willing 
to support Chiang Kai-shek 
against Hankow. — Principal 
among these in Shanghai was 
Mr. Hu Han-min ‘and to him 
General Chiang turned to. or- 
ganize the new Nanking govern- 
ment. Meanwhile, propaganda 
agencies were at work from 
Shanghai as well as Hankow. 
The Whampoa Academy cadets 
announced their support of Gen- 
eral Chiang Kai-shek, but 
coupled his name with that of 
Mr, Wang Ching-wei, whom they 
did not yet ‘suspect of -going 
over to Hankow. 

On April 12, the quarrel be- 
tween General ‘Chiang Kai-shek 
and the Communists in Chapei 
reached a head: Utilizing the 
forces of the secret societies in 
Shanghai, General Yang Hu and 
Mr. Chen Chun, in charge of 
political activities here, organiz- 
ed anti-Communist | workers, 
who marched into Chapel, 
seized the Huchow Guild pre- 
mises of the General Labour 
Union, attacked every Com- 
munist headquarters during the 
night, surrounded and laid 
siege to the Communist head- 
quarters. in the Commercial 
Press Library, where they 
found ‘arms, munitions, pikes, 
and warlike ‘paraphernalia of 
every nature. The Communists 
had apparently schemed to in- 
vade the Foreign Settlement, and 
had even manufactured padded 
cloaks to protect them against 
barbed wire. Hundreds were 
were killed; the General Labour 
Union was suppressed; the Com- 
munist Party of China was 
broken for a time in this area: 
al} labour strikes and movements 
were temporarily ended, While 
the Communists were 
fought in Chapel, th 
tional Police stationed a guard 
about the Soviet Russian Con- 
sulate and other Soviet buildings: 
in Shanghai, for the purpo 
was announced, of prote 
them against attack. It was only 
after this oxtermination of the 
Communists that it was really 
possible to consolidate General 
Chiang’s authority in Shanghai 
and to organize the Nanking. 
Government. 

On April 11, the principal 
Powers, Great’ Britain, the 
United States, Japan, France 
and Italy, presented idontic 
notes to Mr. Eugene Chen in 
Hankow and to General Pei 
Chung-hsi_ in Shanghai, The 
duplicate note was addressed to 
General Chiang Kai-shek on 
whose behalf General Pei ac- 
cepted it, This note demanded 

1. Adequate _ punishment 
of ‘the commanders of the 
troops responsible for the 
murders, personal injuries 
and indignities and material 
damage done, as also of all 
persons found to be implicat- 
ed. 

2. Apology “in writing “by 
the commander-in-chief of the 
Nationalist Armies, including 
an express written undertak 
ing to refrain from all forms 
of violence and agitation 









































against foreign lives and pro- 


erty. 

3. Complete reparations 
for personal injuries and 
material damage done. 
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‘This note was presented: be- 
fore the organization of the 
Nanking Government and whil 
‘the Hankow Government was 
in apparent difficulties because 
of the defection of General 
Chiang Kai-shek and because 
of the excesses to which the 
Communists were going. Up to 
that day, fourteen hundred Ja- 
panese had been evacuated from 
‘Hankow; there were fewer than 
a hundred women and eight 
hundred men left in the Japan- 
ese Concession there. Unem- 
ployment was becoming the 
general condition and the cur- 
rency had become so depreciated 
that it was almost unusable in 
trade, In other cities under 
Nationalist control, there were 
constant strikes and minor up- 
risings. Yet, Mr. Eugene Chen 
replied to the Powers’ Note at 
times almost jestingly (April 
15). He said that his Govern- 
ment was prepared “to make 
good the damages done to the 
American Consulate at Nan- 
king,” and he was prepared to 
pay ‘reparations if it could be 
proved that the damages had 
been done by Nationalist troops 
and not by the barrage set up 
by the British and American 
men-of-war and by the retreat 
ing Northern troops. He pro- 
mise that the guilty’ would be 
punished if it could be proved 
that they were guilty, but, his 
preliminary reports would tend 
to contradict guilt and to in- 
dicate that the retreating North- 
erners had done the deed. He 
expressed regret and promised 
that propeetion to foreign life 
and property would be  forth- 
coming. Then he entered upon 
a dissertation on the evils of 
the treaties between China and 
the Powers, General Chiang 
Kai-shek made no reply to the 
Powers’ note, as he regarded 
Mr, Eugene’ Chen's note 
ample, in spite of the fact that 
he was no longer associated 
with Mr, Chen’s Government and 
‘the fact that he was about to 
found another which he hoped 
might soon be recognized by 
these same Powers as the Na- 
tionalist Government of China, 
‘The Powers regarded Mr. Chen's 
reply as unsatisfactory, and 
took note of General Chiang’ 

while ministerial con- 
ces were held in Peking to 
consider the second step. ‘The 
question of sanctions proved an 
impediment to unanimity of 
opinion, A huge barrage of 
propaganda was set up by the 
Chinese students ther 
certain American mi 
and public men to prevent the 
American Government from en- 
tering upon some joint action 
against Nanking. At the mo- 
ment Japan was passing through 
a financial and ministerial crisis, 
and a new government was com- 
ing into existence there under 
General Tanaka, ‘The second 
step was thus averted, 






































‘Meanwhile, in Canton an in- 
dependent government had come 
into existence under the direc- 
tion of General Li Chi-sen, with 
Mr. Koo Yin-fang in charge of 
finances and in possession of 
the reserves of the Central 
Bank, Mr. 'T. V. Soong, the 
Nationalist Minister of Finan 
would go neither to Hanko 
nor Nanking and thus tempor- 








jarily eliminated himself from 


the picture. The following 
weeks marked negotiations be~ 
tween Nanking and Canton for 
the recognition by Canton of the 
Nanking Government, which w 

eventually achieved, Meanwhile, 
Hankow was sending troops to 
Wuhu to meet any possible 
troop movements by General 
Chiang Kai-shek out of Nanking. 
On the Pukow side of the Yang- 
tze was Marshal Sun Chuan- 
fang’s troops, who daily fired 
into Nanking’ and occasionally. 
sent up an aeroplane to remind 
Nanking that the North was 
still fighting, and it proved a 
difficult task for Nanking to 








establish itself as a government - 
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within gun-fire range of Pukow. 
To prevent the seepage of funds 
from Hankow, the government 
‘there forbade the export of 
silver from that city, with the 
result that the banks closed and 
economic conditions grew exas- 
perating. -Hankow dismissed 
General Chiang Kai-shek from 
his position of commander-in- 
chief and from the Kuomintang 
and appointed Marshal Feng 
‘Yuhsiang and General Tang 
Seng-chi in his place. Nanking 
retaliated by dismissing. all 
Communists and semi-Commun- 
ists from the Central Executive 
_ Committee. General Chiang’s 
position was strengthened by 
the fact that the Shanghai bank- 
ers and merchants agreed to 
support him financially, event- 
ually to the amount of $80,000, 
000 because of his antipathy fo 
‘the Communists, and he wa: 
now in a position to use anti- 
Communism as the war-cry of 
his. party, The province of 
Kiangsi, lying between Hankow 
and Nanking, became the battle-

In Anhui, the 
Hankow influence still held al- 
though waningly, Through it 
passed General Chen Chien of 
Nanking Outrage notoriety, who 
levied heavily upon the people. 
‘The Hankow Government's posi- 
tion among its own people seem- 
ed to have been considerably 
weakened because of the ability 
of the Japanese to retain their 
Concession in Hankow, and Mr. 
Eugene Chen's spell of oratori- 
achieved nothing 








‘We must revert for a moment 
to the activities of the Peking 
Government, which were scant 
enough during the early months 
of the year. On January 12, 
Dr. Wellington Koo resumed his 
position as Premier after an 
interregnum of seven weeks, 
but within a fortnight, General 
Chin Yun-ao, who had been 
Marshal Wu Pei-fu’s  subor- 
dinate in Honan rebelled and 
was followed by large number 
of Marshal Wu's followers, who 
now became associated "with 
General Tang Seng-chi. 
Fengtien and Shantung troops 
during February moved into 
Honan because they had | lost 
confidence in Marshal Wu's or- 
ganization, They were able in 
March and April to win import- 
ant victories and eventually to 
take possession of the province 
until they held Kaifeng and 
Chengchow. ‘They thus came 
into conflict with the Hankow 
forces as they were already in 
condict with those of Nanking.

Little surprise need by felt that 
M. Briand’s Note on the subject of 
the outlawry of war has met with 
disfavour in diplomatie circles in 
Washington. M, Briand wants a 
declaration from the Powers out 
lawing wars of aggression but 
defensive wars, and the wary poli- 
ticians of the American capital have 
‘seen how impossible of distinction 
are the two. Take the recent case 
of Poland and Lithuania, and as- 
suredly nobody could tell which was 
the aggressive party in the dispute 
‘which came before the League of 
Nations. If we remember aright 
every single nation participating in 
the Great War explained to the 














‘world that it did so for reasons of| 
self-defence, and it would certainly 
have been beyond the ingenuity of 
‘any human intellect to have decid- 
‘ed how far they were justified in 
this claim and where they failed to 
make it out. Furthermore, before 
any judieial body could decide whe- 
rr any of these nations was real- 
ly acting for its own defence, the 
armies would kave been at grips 
and nobody could have separated 
them. Our annual encounters in 
China are equally justified by politi 
cians and generals on opposing sides 
in exactly the same manner, and 
there can be mo doubt that unless 
all war is to be outlawed in toto 
there is no uso legislating. It 
‘would, of course, be infinitely better 
to legislate for the purpose of out- 
Iawing all politicians whose poliey 
makes towards war, but that would 
be too wholesale a’ business ever 
to be carried through. Weak poli 
ticians whose very wealmess incited 
other nations to go in for what our 
Chinese friends call “imperialism” 
would be just as much in the outlaw 
class as those who saw advantages 
to be gained by a threat of armed 
force, and there would bo no end to 
it, It has got to be one thing or| 
the other absolutely, otherwise we 
are in the “as you were” position.

‘The local mastors of statecraft and 
bochpolitit have therefore hit upon 
the theory that Chang Tso-lin and 
party have deliberately — provided 
‘an excuse for occupying 
the country from Hunchun to 
Ningkuta, the Korean country, 
which the Chinese cannot protect 
against Russian incursions but. 
which, if occupied by Japanese 
troops, would provide the latter 
with a base that is within a store's 
throw of either Vladivostok or the 
Chinese Eastern Railway. This 
seems rather far fetched and too 
deep a scheme for the Fengtienites 
who are, at the moment, inclined 
to be anti-Japanese, but there is no 
denying that sueh a Japanese move- 
ment would give pause to. much 
Russian endeavour in Manchuria.

Hongkong, Dee. 28 

Hongkong again has assumed a 
cheerful aapect after a dall three 
years. Fifty thousand people have 
Added to the 
Tefagees from Canton and’ other 
districts in Kuarigtung. The streets 
fare crowded day and night, and the 
retail stores and theatres are reap- 
ing a rich harvest. The price of 
real estate has gone up 25 per cent, 
owing to. the ineteasing demand 
for accommodation. 

Since the 1 situation in 
Canton at present by no means is 
reassuring, these people will stay’ 
here at least until after the China 
New Year. What they fear most is 
‘another Red coup 'étdt. ‘The Reds 
have not been suppressed, despite 
the execution of thousands of them. 
‘The Communist leaders all “have 
escaped unseathed and are hiding 
in the villages close to Canton, 
quite ready to start troable again 
when the garrisons leave the <i 
The Fourth Army  (“Ironsides”) 
under Gen. Chang Fa-kuei has 
evacuated Canton and is marching. 
towards the East River, and Gen- 
erals Li Fo-lin and Sit ‘Ngok now 
fre responsible for the safety of 
the Southern eapital, 


Garrison Under Suspicion 
It is feared that some of the 
Cantonese soldiers are under Red 
fnflenee and may join the Com- 
‘munists in another uprising. A com- 
pany of Sit Ngok’s soldiers have 
deen disarmed, being suspected of 
Communtstic ' tendencies and 
sympathy, Even, “White” soldiers 
suddenly may ehange into *Reds” 
when they are given the privilege 
of looting. In the recent coup, the 
“White” soldiers of Gen. Li Fu-tin, 
though responsible for ousting the 
“Reds,” took part in looting in no 
Jess able manner than their enemies. 
Most of the important military 
and civil officials have left their 
posts. Mr. Chow Man-cho, Com- 
tissioner of Finance, has resigned 
and is resting in his luxurious home 
in Wong Nei-chung Road, an ex- 
ive suburb of this Colony. ‘The 
reason for this exodus is. that 
Kuangsi soldiers are coming in 
from two directions to drive out 
the Ironsides, The soldiers of Gen. 
Huang Shao-hsiung are closing 
‘upon Canton from the West River, 
while Li © forces are re- 
turning from the East River. The 
Ironsides say they are leaving Can- 
ton for Fast River districts to await 
further orders from Gen. Chiang. 
Kai-shek, but it is learned that they. 
really are going out to resist Li 
Chi-hsin, the former “king” of Can- 
ton. ‘The Cantonese merchants hope 
that Li soon will return to power, 
because he is a “rightist” and un- 
der him the Reds have no chance 
to spring another coup.

Butterfield & Swire had been eaptur- 
ed by bandits in the vicinity of 
‘Temple Hill which is about 40 miles 
south of Shasi. The Changning, 

. tug which had 
managed to escape when the hold. 
up occurred had given the signal 
for relief after arrival at Chenglin. 
Meanwhile the bandits were devot~ 
ing but a share of their attention 
to the three lighters, which they 
looted mildly, as they were busy 
with other operations, notably on the 
Wantung and the Haiping, two 
cargo-eratt thought to belong to 
Young Brothers. The latter they 
captured and sent down river a 
transport for six of their numbe 
who had been wounded, when some 
other upriver vessel, thought to have 
been Japanese, dashed into their 
activities. 

An Uncompleted Job 


That the bandits thought to re- 
turn to the three lighters was fairly 
evident as they had by no means 
‘made a thorough job of their pirsey.

Chinese Reports Showing Officer 
Was Killed in Shansi

Peking, Jan, 9. 

Information received here through 
native channels makes it reasonably 
certain that Lieut. Knowles, the 
officer of the British Legation 
Guard, who disappeared last October 
inthe Western Hills, was killed by 
Shansi troops about October 12 
near Hsiaowutai Mountain, five 
days’ journey from Peking and two 
days west of the Trappist Mon- 
astery near the Shansi border.

Choutsun, Shan., Jan, 2. 
Our Christmas celebrations have 
passed off very happily. ‘The 
Church was packed on Christmas 
Day and nearly 1,200 poor people 
were given a meal after the service. 
The English Baptist Mission is ar- 
ranging to open soup kitchens in 
some of its centres for a month 
during the coldest part of the 
winter. A welcome fall of snow 
hhas come and the prospects for the 
spring wheat harvest are therefore 
‘more encouraging. 

People had been taking tho tops 
off the growing wheat and using 
them for food. The covering of 
snow will put a stop to this method 
of getting a living. Yesterday rt 
a market I asked the price of the 
turnip tops exposed for sale, and 
was told 300 cash a chin.” ‘The 
People are used to these lean years, 
‘and have learned of many ways of 
finding “food” to keep body and 
soul somehow together. On the 
other hand some provinces have 
had excellent harvests and have 
‘much grain for export, but the civil 
war prevents the free movement of 
these essential foods. A Chinese 
acquaintance from Anhui provin: 
told me that food was specially 
cheap and plentiful there because 
crops had been good and grain 
could not be exported. 


From School to Mother. 
‘What a pity it is that those in 
authority do not try to put down 
the custom of footbinding and 
thereby raise a little revenue from 
the fines which could be imposed.

To live tin 
this world and yet have communica- 
tion with that other world, the 
spirit world, was the great object 
for which. he spent his days and 
nights in long and profound medi 
tation and contemplation.

He compelled 
f spirit in the spirit world to be 
come his servant, or his master, 
that is—one who would obey 
his commands, fulfil his desires, de

She is described by our 
pondent as a hard working woman 
in spite of numerous servants. ‘The 
girl by her side in the picture is her 
only daughter who has become a 
lama-nun. She has two sons, also, 
one of whom manages her’ I 
estate in Tibet, while the other is in 
a lamasery at Goakaba. 

‘Tibetan women are altogether in- 
teresting types. ‘They are rather 
different from the Chinese woman, 
and some of the clements in their 
‘existence which go to make up this 
difference are worth mentioning. 
The Tibetan woman leads an inde- 
pendent life enough and has never 
‘been kept in the servitude which is 
typieat of most Jof her Oriental 
sisters. She inherits the nomadic 








pendent and haughty mien and hor 
‘whole bearing shows the result of 
her life of nomadie freedom, 

Marriage customs, as deseribed 
‘by the famous traveller of more 
than half a century ago, the AbbG 
Hue, have changed practically not 
at all since that time. Early mar- 
riage is the vogue, and the two 
young people até entirely under the 
authority of their parents regarding: 
it, ‘The parents may settle the 
contract without even mentioning 
‘the matter to the two most con 
cerned. 

The daughter does not bring a 
marriage portion, generally. But 
the young man is expected to make 
presents to the family of the girl, 
and all this is set forth in a public 
document which is the equivalent 
of a bill of sale, 

When the day arrives for an 
auspicious marringe a delegation 
is sent by the prospective  bride- 
groom to fetch the girl whose rela~ 
tives and driends have formed a 
circle round the door and feign a 
a tremendous amount of resistance, 
The bride is, of course, carried off 
at fall gallop on horseback after she 
has been led around her father’s 
house three times, Then the wed~ 
ding feast begins for the surround= 
‘ing countryside, 

Polygamy is practised in Tibet 
toa great extent, ‘The first wife is 
always the mistress of the ho 
hold, and the others owe obelsance 
and ‘obedience to her. ‘This system 
is described as being due directly 
to Lamaism which one would expect 
to throw hundreds and thousands 
of young, marriageable women on 
the market, ‘Travellers in Tibet 
have found that the system is the 
natural outcome of a religion 
which prescribes that thousands of 
young men should forswear matri- 
mony and go to live in the great 
Inmaseries of the country, 

In other places, more remote and 
inaccessible to ‘the stream of, 
population, polyandry is practised. 

Divorce is frequent and is carriod 
out by the husband who repudiates 
his, Wife without the ald of 
ecclesiastical or civil authorities 
A student of Tibetan manners and 
customs says that the parents of 
the returned wife do not complain 
‘at having their daughter back, Sho 
takes her place in the family until 
another husband appears, and then 
she is sold again, thus being a 
souree of considerable profit to her 
parents.

New One-Dollar Notes 


The new one-dollar note issued 
by the Hongkong & Shangiiai Bank 
has caused some confusion and

"The new note is a litte 
larger than the previous issue and 
appears thinner. With regard. to 
the colour, the general appearance 
4s the same, but with the addition 
of the rainbow effect which is used 
in foreign countries to check coun- 
terfeiters. “The reason for the issue 
of new one-dollar notes is because 
of the large domand for paper 
money of this denomination, and 
they are circulated in the market 
to meet the shortage, 

Tron Mines in New ‘Territory 

The efforts to exploit the iron 
mines in the New Territories are 
again revived. It is loarned that 
nogotiations are being earried on 
for taking over iron ore deposits by 
‘a syndicate with substantial fina 
city support. There is a considerable 
Gesposit of iron ore in the Now 
‘Territories. ‘Tho project to exploit 
it is not now, but up to now nothin 
substantial has been done by the 
parties interested. 

‘The objects ‘of the present, 
syndicate are understood to conduct 
systematic prospecting and mining 
dy qualified engineering and metal 
Turgical experts. Suitable machin 
‘exy will be erceted for the necessary 
crushing and smelting operations. 
‘The Inte Sir Paul Chater for years 
had this project in mind and had 
‘every. confidence in its value, 
Furnaces will be constructed cap- 
able of producing pig and bar iron 
by the most modern methods. Al- 
though the personnel of this syndi- 
cate is not revealed, it is understood 
that, its members are well known 
residents in this Colony. 


Reds ‘Taking Refuge 
Since the failure of the Com- 
munist coup in Canton, many Reds 
have sought refuge’ in Hong- 
kong.

THE NEW. HARBOUR 
AT MACAO. 


Pier 470 Feet long to Accom- 
modate Larger Steamers 


Macao, Jan. 2. 
Work commences in the New Year 
on a wharf in the new port, the first 
Important work in the recently made 
outer harbour of Macao. It is a 
‘g00d beginning for the New Year. 

‘The pier will be about 470 feet 
long and the first 160 feet will be 
‘made of granite blocks; and the pier 
will then be continued for 320 feet 
of wooden beams and steel girders. 
‘The: width of the pier will be-about 
48 feet, 

‘The total cost of the pier-will be 
appreximately $130,000; ‘of ‘which 
the portion of stone is to cost alittle 
more than $20,000, and itis expected 
that the work will be completed in 
rather less than nine months. The 
builders are the Netherlands Har- 
bour Works Co., who are now enga 
‘ed in harbour works at Hongkong. 


It. is believed that this pier will 
suffice for all the immediate needs 
of the new harbour, and the depth 
‘of the harbour bed on both sides of 
the pier will be suficient to enable 
the berthing of vessels of even 4,000 
or 5,000 tons burthen. 

Conditions regarding the uso of 
the wharf by vessels have not yet 
been framed, but it is believed that 
they will be exceedingly reasonable,

Appreciation of Action of Nanking Government in Expelling 
the Soviet Consul from Shanghai 


At the second general meeting 
of the Shanghai Fascisti, held on 
‘Monday at the Masoni 
‘committee which had been ei 
fully selected from amongst thot 
who had expressed their willing- 
ness to serve, was confirmed, the 
Proposed organization and rules 
‘were passed and a programme of 
activity adopted by unanimous votes

chair, supported on the platform by 
execiitive officers of the organiza- 
tion:—Mr. W. J. N. Dyer, registrar, 
‘Mr, C. W, Marshall, treasurer, Mr.

A. de C. Sowerby, who has been 
‘chosen by the leader to act in his

time. There was a large and re- 
presencative gathering of members, 
Who showed much enthusiasm 
throughout, 


‘The Chairman's Address 

After the special business of the 
meeting had been despatehed, the 
ehairman gave an account of the 
work already done by the organiza 
tion, He sald:— 

“Since our last, or perhaps I had 
better state, our first meeting 
which was held in this hall on 
September 29, 1927, many changes 
have taken place,’ the most ime 
portant of all being the ousting of 
‘the official part of the Bolshevik 
element. 

T have no intention of taking up 
your time by going into the small 
details of work done, but I can 
assure you that your executive have 
not been idle, You have men on 
your supreme council who have at 
I times necessary placed their 
‘personal affairs on one side, and 
‘centred the whole of their energies 
fon the best interests of the com- 
‘munity—men of letters, men of the 
Tegal protession, business men, ete. 
‘but what is most important of all 
‘they are men who have the courag: 
to act and nlso come out in the 
‘open should it bo found that tke 
Interests of the community would 
be best served by their so doing. 


Soviet Influence in Shanghai’ 

From the commencement, your’ 
party have had ample evidence to 
show that the root of the trouble 
has been Soviet influence in China, 
and ‘unless our Chinese friends 
ould be brought to sce that such 
‘was the ease no improvement could 
tbe looked for, and conditions must 
go from bad to worse. With this 
in view, the first thing to do was 
to enlighten the Chinese themselve 
pointing out the abyss into which 
they were falling. “At the same 
time it was realized that when the 
reaction camo the loss of life 
might be appalling, but nothing to 
‘what it would be should the Com- 
munist rabble obtain control. 

‘After obtaining the necessary 
assurances from our Chinese friends 
that the seeds of reaction had been 
‘well sown, it was deemed not only 
advisable but most urgent that some 
direct appeal to the officials, both 
Chinese and foreign, should be 
made, and the appeal was cir~ 
‘ulated for signature. The response 
from many thousands of all na- 
‘tionalities was proof positive that 
the community of Shanghai had at 
Yast” awakened to its common 
danger. .Tho strong articles ap- 
pearing in the public press in sup. 
port of strong action being taken 
fre deserving of every praise, and 
no doubt helped to a great extent. 


Nanking Government's Work 

‘The appeal I have just referred 
to was not sent in, for while many 
the sheets for signature were 
‘out, the Communist attack on 
Canton ‘was made, and this un- 
doubtedly was the cause of the 
Nanking Provisional Government 
taking decisive action. Newspapers 
have claimed for themselves the 
Jeredit of having brougint about the 
‘ousting of Comrade Koslovsky and 
‘his nest of vipers; individuals have 
taken unto themselves the credit;

Fascisti alone were responsible. 
Ladies and Gentlemen, only one 
party was in a position to carry 
‘out the eviction of the Bolsheviis 
and that was the Nanking Govern- 
ment.

Outbreak in Hold of Str. Unita 
from Chinwangtao 


Information was received here on 
Wednesday that fire had broken out 
in the No, 1 hold of the str. Unita, 
which arrived off Woosung on 
‘Tuesday. 

‘The Unita, which is under the 
Norwegian flag, is chartered by the 
Kailan Mining Administration, and 
she reached the Whangpoo iaden 
with coal after a voyage from Chin- 
wangtao.

A thrilling: tale of a rescue on 
the high seas was brought by the 
B. & S. str. Sinkiang on Monday 
when she arrived from Hongkong in 
the early hours of the morning. 
During the ship's passage through 
the Haitan Straits, at a point near 
Tessara Island, a rescue was made 
‘of 11 Chinese’ clinging to a raft, 
the survivors of the wreck of the 
str. Fooklee, a Chinese vessel of 
about 300 tons, whose owners are 
the Ta Kee Co., of Foochow. 

‘The Sinkiang cleared the north- 
ern entrance of Haitan Straits on 
her trip north about 9.50 
Saturday, and was making " for 
Tessara Island when wreckage was 
‘observed floating on the sea- This 
‘appeared to be what remained of 
the wooden superstructure of 3 
ship and a sharp lookout was kept 
for a wreck. Very shortly after, 
ratt, buffeted by high seas, came 
into’ sight with 11 Chinese seamen 

ging to it, The Sinkiang hove 
to and took the survivors on board 
at 10.22 a.m, 


Chinese Master Missing 

It was learned ghrough them that 
the Fooklce was on a voyage from 
Foochow to the port of Chuanchow, 
south of the Haitan Straits. ‘The eap- 
tain of the foundered vessel ws 
Chinese named Lin. The survivors 
remaining on the wreck had 
clung to the wreckage as long ay 
possible but a fairly heavy sea and 
the northeastly gale eventually was 
ed them overboard. Before this had 
happened, however,” they had tho 
ingenuity to unbolt a sundeck from 
a deckhouse which served them for 
‘araft, As the wreck had occurred 
about 10 pm. on Friday, their 
rescue took piace by the Sinkiang 
about 12 hours later. 

The Sinkiang proceeded on her 
course and the wreck of the Fooklec 
was located about one cable duc 
south of Tessara Island. No sur- 
vivors appeared to be in the vieinity 
and the ship was just showing above 
water. A. fruitless search was 
carried out for the Chinese master 
of the wrecked vessel and for those 
missing before the Sinkiang con-

Crew's Thankfulness 


‘Seen aboard the Sinkiang, on Mon 
day, a member of the crew told a 
representative of this paper that 
‘the Fooklee had left Foochow with 
‘a cargo of lumber bound for Chuan- 
chow. There were about 15 pas 
sengers and the crew numbered 20, 
all of whom were Fukienese, ex- 
eepting one Cantonese, No women 
passengers or children were aboard, 
Due to the heavy seas, the ship 
struck a rock and sprang a leak, 
A sailor said that the captain had 
taken a boatlo.d of passengers 
ashore, and that he had returned to 
get another boatload. When the 
Boat made for the island the second 
time, nothing further was seen of 














‘When they saw that the ship 
was sinking they began to throw 
the cargo overboard until they were 
ordered to leave. ‘Then they un- 
bolted the sundeck to form a ratt, 
‘upon which they elambered, Due to 








exposure and rough two of 
those on the raft were washed ove! 
board and drowned, 





“Aiter the Sinkiang leaves 
Shanghai, we will have no place or 
friends to go to. We have sent 
one of our colleagues to the Fukien 
Guild to ask for assistance, but do 
not know whether he will be suc- 
cessful. Wo wish to return to 
Foochow, but we have no mon 
However, we wish heartily to thank 
the eaptain, officers and compradore 
of the Sinkiang for their extremely 
kind treatment after rescuing 
from the seas. They have upheld 
the high traditions of which we have 
heard so much of the British mi 
‘eantile marine, We, ourselves, left 
the ship when it was impossible to 
stay and were on the raft for more 
than five hours when the Sinkiang 
hove into sight and took us on 
board,” our informant stated.

OBITUARY 


Mr. Edward Ernest Tricker 


We regret having to record the 
death of one of Shanghai's most 
popular young men, especially in 
the sporting world—Mr. E. E. 
(Jack") Tricker. Although he 
rode in a great number of the races} 
‘at the Shanghai Race Club's Novem- 
ber Meeting, he obviously was in 
a poor state of health, but be stuck 
to the sport, and, as will be re- 
membered, did exceedingly well. He 
‘even went the length of attending 
‘a cheery dinner party of some of| 
more immediate friends at the 
‘conclusion of the meeting, but the| 
next day he had to be taken to the| 
General Hospital, where it was! 
found that he was suffering from| 
& severe attack of typhoid fever. 
Under the care of Dr. Murray, he 
made a great fight, though he was 
‘so ill that none of his friends could 
be allowed to see him. After a 
month, it -seemed that the crisis 
hhad been passed, but unfo,tunately, 
as so often is the case with typhoid, 
complications ensued, he developed 
fan abscess on the liver and the best 
of attention could not save him. He 
died in the early hours of yesterday 
morning. 

Jack Tricker was but 26 years 
and had been in the East only 34 
years, 30 there is not much of a 
history of him to. give, but, even 
so early in life, he had achieved 
something well worth while, for not 
many young men could boast of #0 
wide a circle of friends, He was of 
the type that, had he lived a few 
more years, would have made him 
1 true presentation of the standard 
Englishman, for he was bluff hon- 
esty personified. A much older man 
‘once was heard to remark that “it 
is quite an achievement to be in 
Tricker's good books,” and, when 
asked why, he said:—The boy has 
such a wonderfully direct and 
‘courageous way of telling a wrong 
‘un that he is @ wrong ’an.” 

Tt is believed he was Suffolk’ 
born, his family now being settled 
in Eye, and from his conversation 
‘one would judge that his father 
‘was one of that fine type of sport- 
ing yeoman farmer.

Capt. A. J. Anderson 


It is with regret that we record 

th of Captain Arthur J. 
Anderson, who died in the German. 
Hospital in Tsingtao at 10.50 a.m, 
on Monday, after suffering for 
nearly two weeks with severe in- 
testinal trouble. 

Captain Anderson was an old 
China hand, first joining the former: 
Shanghai Towboat Co,, in 1900, eon-| 
tinuing in the service of its succe 
sor, the Shanghai Tug & Lighter 
Co,, Ltd, (1903) until 1912. ‘The 
late Captain Anderson then took. 
servico with the Chiria Navigation 
Co, and remained with that com 
pany until 1928, when he rejoined 
the Shanghai Tug & Lighter Co. 
Ltd. During the past year he 
filled the position of Acting Salvage: 
Master, in place of Captain Joseph- 
son who is absent on long leave. 
Prior to coming to the China Coast, 
deceased operated British Govern- 
ment tugs in Colombo. 


Captain Anderson, in command of| 
the tug Saucy, left Shanghai on 
December 27, for the purpose of 
towing the ‘sailing vessel Janet 
Dollar from Tsingtao to Chinkiang. 
He became ill whilst en route to| 
‘Tsingtao, and entered the German| 
Hospital’ on December 30. It was! 
seen at once that his condition was 
critical, and in spite of the best of 
medical attention, he died 10 days 
later. The company instructed 
Captain Cook, whom they sent to 
the Shantung port, to assist their 
‘employee in’ every possible 
This done, he left his friend and 
took command of the tug which 
towed the Janet Dollar to Chin- 
kiang, arriving there in Sunday. 

‘The late Captain Anderson stood 
high in the estimation of his 
employers, and rank, was 
Junior only to Captain Josoph- 
zon. Greatly admired by his col- 
Jeagues and subordinates, he was 
ever ready to respond to their re- 
‘quests for advice and instruction on 
matters concerning Yangtze navig-

1898, he was married to. Mina M. E, 
Roberts, ‘a member of the” same 
Mission, He shared in the privations 
of the siogo of ‘Tientain in 1900 and, 
while a momber of the British 
Volunteer ‘Force, was wounded in 
the defonce of the Settlement. Ho 
was re-appointed. to. the Chichow 
Mission at Slaochang im. 1906 and 
worked there until his retirement 
from the Society ten years later, 

In a vast district, comprising 14 
counties, Mr. Grant found scope for 

uring this period, 

fonsively through. this 
‘the Mission has plant. 
a some. 80 outstations. iia. fron 
constitution made light of tho lon 
tedious journeys by cart across E) 
plain, and Chinese food had 
terrors for one, who readily adapted

‘A fire which threatened to en- 
velope a whole block occurred on 
Monday’ night at the building situat- 
ed at the corner of Hongkong Road 
‘and Szechuen Road.

Inmates of Apartment Cut Off by Sudden Outbreak of 
Fire: Rescues by Fire Brigade 


finding that their escape had been 
cut off, rushed to the windows and 
called 'for help. A crowd soon 
gathered in the ‘street and within 
two minutes the fire brigade was on 
the scene. Ladders were sant up 
but, owing to the live wires, they 
‘were unable to reach those trapped 
inside. However, the turntable es- 
feape ladder covered with rubber, 
managed to get up between 
‘the wires, the current of which 
by this ' time had beon cut 
off. With considerable difficulty, 
Mrs. Mosher, her son and the 
others with ‘the exception of two 
in another part of the building, 
‘were brought to the ground in 
Hongkong Road, Mrs. Mosher being 
‘on the verge of collapse when she 
reached the roadway. 

‘The two other foreigners knotted 
bedsheets and blinds together amd 
lowered themselves to the floor 
‘beneath. ‘From here, they jumped 
into an improvised life net, which 
had been made of canvas and 
blankets by the firemen, sailors and 
U, S. Marines. Mrs, Mosher and 
her friends tried to escape by lower- 
ing themselves when the Brigade 
arrived. 

‘The first intimation received by 
the Brigade was a call from an 
Indian watchman to the effect that a 
fire had broken out at the corner 
of Canton and Szechuen Roads. 
Engines were sent out but no firo 
could be found. A couple of 
minutes afterwards, another mes- 
sage was received, this time from 

‘Chinese, stating that there was 
‘4 fire at ‘the corner of, Hongkong 
and Szechuen Roads. The Hong- 
kew Division were instructed to 
proceed to the scone azd shortly 
afterwards Central Division were on 
the spot. 

When the Brigade arrived, the 
flames had burnt a number of holes 
through the flooring. At first it 
was thought that it would be in 
possible to save the building, the 
amoke anc flames being so terr'fc, 
On the ground floor were stored a 
large nuinber of films which ersily

‘most perilous y.tuat'cn,

A Hot Struggle on a Cold 
‘Morning 


Firemen attached to Hongkew 
station encountered the elements a: 
well ax the flames, when they re- 
sponded to a call from Yuhaug 
Road at 4.11 a.m., on Thursday. The 
thermometer rogistered below the 
freezing point, and during their 
struggle with the fire, which Insted 
tuntil nine o'clock, many of their 
coats became a sheet of ico.

It appears that Det-Sxt. Widdow- 
gon and the reserve squad from 
Gordon Road received information 
that a wealthy Chinese merchant 
‘was being hold by kidnappers in a 
house in an alleyway near Chusan 
Road. ‘They hastened to the spot 
and Sub:Inspr, Eaton and others 
Yproke into the house, The kidnap- 
ped man was found in the house 
and. the kidnappers. fled “upstairs, 
getting on to the roof. There were 
three of thom. Sub-Inspr. Eaton 
followed and grasped and held one, 
jhilst Chief Inspr, Fairbairn shot. 
‘wounded another and then 
secured him. The man was shot 
through the stomach and lies in a 
critical condition. 


Chase Over the Roofs 


‘The third, who caused all the 
subsequent trouble, jumped some ten 
fect from one roof to another and 
got into an attic. He shot at all 
‘who approached him, More reserves 
‘were called up and officers and a ser- 
<geunt from the Northamptonshires 
Arrived with Mills bombs, and eight 
‘were thrown in. After the third, 
the explosion from which blew out 
window sashes and raised beams, 
fa fourth was thrown, and it proved 
to be a dud. ‘The sergeant was 
proceeding to throw a fifth, when 
the man inside the room picked up 
the unexploded bomb and threw it 
at the sergeant. Fortunately it did 
not explode, 


i ‘Tear-Gas Fails 


‘Three more bombs were thrown 
{in and eleven tear-gas shells, but still 
the man appeared at the’ window 
and shot at the police, ‘The affair 
commenced at 430 pam. and at 1 
mm, the police still were laying 
siege, and the man was inside, al- 
‘though it was thought that he must 
be dead. He fired a shot at 10.30 
p.m, since when nothing had been 
heard trom him, 

‘All sorts of ruses were employed 
to get him to show himself, A hat 
was placed on a stick and pushed 
round the corner of the window. 
He did not reply. He was spoken 
to through a megaphone and told 
that they would give him five 
ainutes to throw his gun out of the 




















window and surrender, This was 
at 11.25 pam. 

‘The sashes of the window 
completely smashed with the 
fire and the bombs, The 
brigade were in attendance 
engines and pumps in case the 
house was set on fire, and their 
rescue van also was present. Search- 
lights and flare lamps lit up the 
honse an by day to give & chence 
to snipers from the Special Police 
Reserve. 

Officer's Lucky Escape 

Chief Inspector Fairbairn had a 
very narrow escape. Whilst he was 
near the window, ‘the man inside 
shot and the bullet grazed the 
sspector's eyebrows. ‘The men 
undoubtedly are members of a 
Shaohsing gang who are well 
known to be the most daring 
of all bardits, y 

It was estimated that some hund- 
reds of shots were fired through 
the floor of the attic and the kid- 
napper in return fired about twenty 
shots from what is thought to be a 
small calibre revolver. ‘The attempt 
by the snipers to get the man 
having failed, the senior officors, 
although men had volunteered to go 
inside, decided to wait until day- 
light." On one occasion when 
policeman was in the vicinity of the 
attic, the kidnapper fired a shot 
over his shoulder which grazed the 
officer’s head. At this time the 
man was lying under the window

Saving Good Men's 


At 1.15 am, a searchlight w 
taken to the upper floor of an ai 
joining house and played into the 
tic in which the man was, but 
jould not be seen and again it 
argued that he must be dead. 
Several police officers again 
volunteered to enter the room, but 
Capt, Barrett refused to allow 
the “risk and definitely decid- 
ed that further operations 
would be suspended until daylight. 
Sub-Inspector Eaton was left in 
charge, with twelve men of the 
Reserve unit and four snipers, in- 
cluding Mr. Sykes, the well-known 
revolver shot. 

During the course of the siege, 
‘a Thompson gun fired about 150 
rounds into the room and while this 
was going on the man was seen to 
creep along the wall and take cover 
under the window sill, firing out of 
the window indiscriminately, 























‘Morning Operations 


In determined fashion, operations 
recommenced at 85° am. on 
Saturday. A fire eseape was 
placed at the window of the attic 
and Sergt. Menzies of the Reserve 
squad mounted it with a view to 
determining whether the man was 
dead, As his head appeared in 
view, the bandit raised himself 
from his crouching position under- 
neath the window sill and fired 











at the police officer. The latter 
immediately emptied his pistol at 


the man, who was seen to collapse 
but before he finally gave himself 
to death against overwhelming 
odds, he fired his last shot, which 
whistled past the officer on the fire 
escape. At this moment it was 
not known whether he had suc- 
cumbed and more Mills grenades 
were hurled into the room but 
nothing more was heard from the 
besieged man, Later, the door of 
the room was smashed in and the 
man was found huddled up between 
the window and the door leading 
Ito the next attic, 

‘An examination of his body 
showed that no less than eighteen 
bullets had entered at different 
| points: a piece of flesh as large as 
| teacup had been blown off his 
Jealf, and his face was a mass of 

wounds, caused, no doubt, by 
splinters from the Mills bombs. A 
bullet had penetrated his right eye, 
another had entered his temple. 
‘The sight was distressing, his body 
boing a mass of wounds and, in order 
to stop the flow of blood, the man 
hhad torn down the curtains covering 
the window and had used these to 
staunch the rush of blood. 

A Ghastly Seene 

‘The state of the room is almost 
indescribable; he lay in a corner in 
‘a pool cf blood, the floor was an inch 
deep in plaster dust, * the walls 
were penctrated by “hundreds of 
bullets end the floor was in 
splinters, Not a square foot was 
tact. He must have spent the 
night in agonies, as patches of blood 
mixed with the plaster dust showed 
where he had moved from spot to 
spot in order to evade the many 
bullets which were poured in. A 
water tank above the attic had 
been penetrated and the drip of the 
| water added an cerie note to the 
scene which confronted those who 
gained admittance after the man 
had been killed. Splintered wood, 
empty cartridge cases and empty 
tear-gas bombs surrounded the bod; 
and it is nothing short of mi 
aculous how the man managed to 
evade a deathdealing bullet or 
bomb freement. When found, the 
man's right hand was almost blown 
to pieces. Apparently a bullet had 
| struck the fleshy part of the hand, 
passed through the trigger guard 
‘and then taken off the top of the 
man's middle finger. He then shot 
with his left hand and his pistol was 
found close to his left side with 
the butt elmost wrenched off. Hi 
body now lies in the Public Mortuary 
and an inquest will be held this 
morning by a Judge from the 
Provisional Court, 

All police officers engaged im- 
| mediately in the line of fire wore 

bullet-proof vests and it is satis 
factory to note that there was no 
loss of life amongst the police, 
although Sub-Inspr. Watson was 
unfortunate in sustaining a wound 
in the right ankle, 


| Obliging Tenants 


| Te must be emphasized that the 
| room in which the kidnapper sought 
refuge was not in the house in 
| which the kidnapped Chinese mer- 
chant was found. It was in an 
adjoining residence of a highly 
respectable Chinese gentleman who, 
on request, removed his family and 
authorized’ the pelice to use any 
























































methods which they thought ex- 
pedient. The tenants of the ad- 
Joining residence must also be mé 
tioned: ‘They were kept from their 
beds throughout the night and 
slept in chairs in the basement, 
whilst searchlights machine guns, 
ete,, were transported through their 
home in the attempt to dislodge the 
bandit effectually ensconced in their 
neighbour's house, 

‘Notwithrtanding the situation 
created by one man holding up the 
entire police force, great . credit 
must be given to those in charge 
of the operations They could have 
ordered men ‘to enter the “room, 
They did not, although there were 
plenty of volunteers willing to take 
the risk and, as was shown, the 
man was not dead at 2 o'eleck in 
the morning when operations were 
suspended and, moreover, six hours 
after, was able to shoot when 
attacked by those deputed to effect 
his capture. 

Commencement of Siege 








‘The police for a time were at 
1 loss as to how they should handle 
the situation, but when they knew 
late on Friday night that the man 








could mot get out, and acting 
Captain Barrett's instruc- 
+ they made no attempt, 
to get into the room. Men were 


deployed to all points of vantage 
and every exit was closely guarded. 
The majority had taken cover in 
the compound below and watched 
the front window of the smal! attic 
room where the bandit had taken 
refuge. Foreign members of the 
Reserve unit guarded the door 
leading to another attic , room, 
whilst still others covered tho mai 
door which opened on the stair- 
way. ‘The rear window was barred, 
but, knowing the desperate cha 
acter of the trapped man, the 
police, fearing that he might 
possibly wrench the bars away, 
took position on a housetop behind, 

Beside the soldiers in the pos 
several expert clvilian marksmen 
were called in to do guard daty. 
‘They were armed with high power 
Remington rifles. Against their 
fire, the man, who moved from 
window to window and to the door, 
appeared to bear a charmed life. 
Whether he was struck during the 
night by pistol or rifle bullets is 
unknown. The civilian marksmen, 
depending on- their high velocity 

ies, pursued different tactics, 
and instead of waiting for him to 
show himself, fired through walls 
of the house’ on a line about one 
foot above the floor, hoping to kill 
the bandit where he lay prone 
away from windows. 























Failure of Tear Gas 

The criminal was a clever man, 
however, and seemed to have 
method of meeting every attack. 
When the soldiers threw in bombs, 
he érouched below the window, and 
most of the flying pieces of metal 
passed over his body. The in 
plicable portion of the whole in- 
cident is that the tear-gas bombs 
failed to subdue him. ‘They appear- 
ed to have no effect whatsoever, 

He used extreme caution in meet- 
ing the police, conserving his am- 
munition. He never fired unless he 
had a target, and then usually but 
once.

Kidnapped Man Interviewed 


























“I knew I was safe as soon as T 
heard the shots” so said Woo Ah- 
zien, in the course of an interview 
4a representative of tho ‘‘North- 
na Daily News” on Monday 
morning. Woo Ah-zien is @ cotton 
dealer and it is he who was kid- 
napped and released by the S. M. 
Police Inst Friday. The intervi 
took place just before the com- 
mencement of the inquest on tae 
‘rmed kidnapper (name unknown), 
who resisted all efforts of tho 
police to secure him, dead or alivo, 
for 16 hours last ‘week-end and 
who was found to have 28 bullet or 
shell fragment wounds in his body. 
The kidnapped man told tno 
writer that he was returning homo 
from a cotton sale at aoout 9.90 
a.m. on December 17, when on 
reaching the cornor of Chusnn Rond 
a motor car drew up to the kerb, 
‘Three men alighted and at pistol’s 
| point forced him to enter the car 
He was taken to a house at tl 
back vf the Tung Yu Cotton Mil 
and the next day removed to tl 
Louse in Last Yuhang Road where 
|e remained until he was rescued, 
‘The amount demanded for his re- 
ease was $200,000, and he was 
told that, unless a settlement ws 
reached by January 16, one month 
after his capture, his lite would bo 
taken. “When I hoard the skote, 
I hid under a blanket,” conticued 
the man, “dnd then 'I saw tho 
police officer and I held up my 
hands so that he would not think 
I was one of kidnappers and thon 
the Chinese detective who was with 
the foreign police officer identified 
me and I was escorted out of tho 
house, Iam very glad indoed that 
they found mo for I know the kid- 
uppers would have killed me within, 
a few days,” continued the lucky 
‘man, 
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‘The Inquest 


‘The inques$ was conducted by 
Judge Koh of the Provisional Court 
‘who was accompanied on the bench 
by Mr. Burdett, Senior Consul’s De- 
uty, 

Det.-Sgt, Widdowson said that 
although the kidnapping took place 
‘on December 17, nothing further 
‘was heard untit’s.30 o'clock on the 
afternoon of January 6, when a 
Chinese detective informed witnes 
that he had ascertained the where- 
abouts of the kidnapped man, 
Knowing the desperate charactor of 
the kidnappers, witness called upon 
Chief Inspector Fairbairn, in 
charge of the Reserve Squad, and 
they proceeded to 1981 East Yue 
hang Road and obtained entrance 
to the house. Witness then re 
counted at length the events which 
led up to the capture of tho de- 
ceased and said that the latter had 
definitely been identified by the 
Kidnapped man and by the other 
kidnapper now lying in a critical 
condition in hospital, as being the 
leader of the gang. The doctor 
had certified that there were 28 
bullet and shell fragment wounds 
in his body. 

Chief Inspector Fairbairn then 
recounted the methods taken by thoy: 
‘police to secure the capture of tho§ii!\ 
decensed and how the inmates of? 
‘the two residences were conducted\\) 
to safety. It is interesting to note’ 
that the deceased first sought re+ 
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joge on the first floor of the house 
ind was. gradually driven by tear 
gas bombs to the attic, It was 7 
Pam. on Friday before deceased 
fired his first shot and this was at 
Sergt-McCahey who had reached 
into a room to put on the electric 
light. The police sergeant was shot 
in-the arm. The deceasol wi 
eventually found dead in the attic 
at 9.25 am, on Saturday after en- 
trance had been forced into the attic, 
On behalf of the Commissioner 
of Police, application was made to 
Judge Keh for an autopsy to be 
made as it was desired to ascer- 
tain the elfect of the tear gas on 
the deceased's eyes and lungs. 


: ‘The Finding 

‘The Judge found that death was 
dug to injuries received whilet ro- 
isting arrest and ordered that an 
autopsy be made, after whien the 
body should be handed to the .Ti 
Pao for burial. 

‘Mx, Burdett endorsed the Court's 
finding as follows:— 
‘Whilst extending our congratu- 
ions to the Police on the patiewce 
and determination exercised by them 
in the apprehension of this desper- 
ate criminal, the Judge and I wish 
to “place on record our high ap- 
preciation of the assistance ronder- 
‘ed -by certain officers and men of 
the Northamptonshire Regiment. 
‘and to members of the Fire 
Brigade, At the same time we 
wish to express our gratification at 
the public spitit displayed by the 
Chinese occupants of the premises 
raided.”

‘and presented himself on 
to his mother, whom he 
not seen for four years. 
Saturday was Russian Christmas| 
and the mother was overcome at the 
unexpected Christmas. gift she re-| 
Gelved in the person of her son. 
youthful Ivan, at his 
mother's instance, who thought he 
would be in better hands, left 
Shanghai in company with his 
brother nearly four years ago on 
the same ship, on which the Messa-_ 
gerics Maritimes provided passage 
fora large number of Russi 
Cadets, transporting them to 
bia, where it was understood that 
ample arrangements had been made 
to care for the destitute children. 

It scems that everything in Ser- 
bia was not satisfactory, howe 
and the boy and his brother made| 
their way to France. 

‘The mother expressed her long- 
ing for her child, and he being| 
homesick as well, desired to return 
to Shanghai. He was without funds. 
She was in distressed cixcumstances. 
And for several years the situation 
continued as such, 

‘The boy became desperate. Some 
time ago he stowed away, but was 
discovered before the vessel reached 
Port Said. Here ho was taken into| 
custody and detained one month be- 
fore he was transported back to 
Marseilles. 

‘Again he bided his time and 
about five weeks ago, he once more 
boarded a vessel bound for Shang- 
hai. The experience he had acquired 
in his first venture stood him in 
ood stead. Although he moved 
about in all parts of the ship, on 
the first elass deck and in’ the 
second class accomodations, he was 
not detected until the vessel was 
within one day's steaming of 
Shanghai. Then the master saw 
him, and upon making a few in- 
quiries, ordered the boy to be de- 
tained. 

Throughout the voyage the| 
stowaway however, spent most of 
his time ‘tween decks and in the 
hold, Sailors and steerage passeng- 
ers provided him with food, and one 
Chinese family, who disembarked in 
Hongkong, are reported’ to have 
been especially kind to him.

Addresses at Usual Pan-Pacitic 
Monthly Tiffin 


The regular tiffin meeting of the 
Pan-Pacific Association took place 
on Tuesday at the, Union Club and 
it was in the nature of a “Canada 
Tiffin”, with Col. L. M. Cosgrave, 
ps0," the Canadian Trade Com- 
missioner, and Mr. C. 0. Julian, 
special representative of the Van- 
eouver Harbour Board, as the 
speakers. Col. Cosgrave’s subject 
was “Canada’s position in world 
affairs” and Mr. Julian spoke on 
“Canada on the Pacific”. 

Yn introducing the apeakers, Mr. 
S. U, Zau, director of the Whang- 
poo Conservancy Board and of the 
Chinese General Chamber of Com- 
merce, who presided, referred to the 
proposal made by Mr. F. B. Kellogg, 
the U.S.” Secretary "of State, 
with reference to the outlawry 
‘ofwar. All realized the destruction 
eaused by the great war and all 
were anxious to know something of 
what had been done towards re- 
construction, without resorting to 
‘war or diplomacy, War was a thing 
‘everyone wanted to avoid and peace| 
‘was what was desired by all. TI 
‘speakers of the day were agents of 
peace, of peaceful commerce, and 
the chairman was sure that what 
they had to say would be listened 
to with interest. 


Vancouver in Search of Trade 
Mr, Julian began his address by 
refurring to tho reasons for the 
Vancouver Harbour Board sending: 
special representative to the 
Orient. He stated that the port: 
authorities ef both the United 
States and Canada were seeking 
Dusiness and it was with this aim 
in view that special representatives 
were sent abroad. The Vancouver 
Harbour "Board also was secking 
Dusiness, particularly transporta- 
tion, ‘They hnd seen the success 
attained by other harbour boards 
and so they adopted the same 
methods, hence his visit, Vancouver 
‘was particularly interested in. the 
riental trade. Not long ago there 
aa only one steamship line run- 
ing between Canada and the 
Orient—The Canadian Pacific—but 
to-day there were 150 liners run- 
ning between China, Japan and 
Canada, 

‘The speaker then alluded | to 
Canada as a peaceful country. “in 
‘our 3,000 miles of border line, with 
the United States, we have not one. 
single soldier, we have no forts nor: 
have we a single warship. Our 
Navy has been less than nil. Our 
9,000,000 people live in peace, buy- 
fing and selling where and when we 
ean,” he said, 


‘The Growth of the City 
After describing Vancouver and 
its area, Mr. Julian stated that it 
+ wag Tess than’ 40 years old but it 
had a population to-day of more 
‘than 275,000. He then gave a brief 
account, of the development of ‘the 



































1926 Vancouver's trade with China| 
ranked third, with approximately] 
G$17,000,000. Canada was first to 


trade with China in furs, these be- 
ing sent from tho west coast of 
Vancouver Island to Canton in the: 
early part of last century. 

‘Mr, Julian then paid a tribute to 
the Chinese in western Canada and 
mentioned some of the pioneering’ 
‘work which had been done by the 
Chinese, particularly with reference: 
to the construction of the Canadii 
Pacific Railway. All who had 
travelled on that line could see the 
work which had been accomplished 
by the Chinese, who also had done| 
‘s0 much to develop agriculture. 

In closing, the speaker mentioned 
the aspirations of Canada and the| 
future and what he saw of it in the: 
Pacific Basin. He trusted that] 
peace and goodwill would continue 
to exist and that all who could would 
pay a visit to Vancouver in the 
future, 

















A Family Talk 

Col. Cosgrave prefaced his re- 
‘marks with the statement that he 
felt, in speaking to the gathering,| 
that he was just having a sort of 
family talk, for the aims of the 
Pan-Pacifie Association were very. 
ese to his heart. With the know- 
fedge of the Association's objects, 
e had come to China with the: 
Pndeavoir to carry them out. From 
‘a soldier, given to destruction, he 
‘had been propelled into work of 








construction that entailed consult- 
ation and advice on matters of 


trade between Canada and China. 

‘The speaker-said that 
no greater incentive to 
tween men of different nations than 


Tt was astonishing, 
speaker, to realize what had been 
accomplished in such a new coun- 
try as Canada. Sixty years ago, 
the population was less than 1,000,- 
000, occupying a country of 3,000,000 
square miles. At that time, the 
United States was like what Canada 
is today. ‘Three square meals. a 
day being the only requisite, the 
Canadians of those days only, at- 
tended to their particular jobs. The 
various centres of population ‘were 
separated by vast tracts of unknown 
country. As indicative of the growth 
lof Canada since the Confederation, | 
the speaker mentioned that, 60 
years ago, probably the city of 
Winnipeg could be bought for $850, 
and land in British Columbia could 
be bought for about $2 an acre. 
The other day a block in the city 
of Vancouver sold for $1,000,000 
to a former China hand. 


“What was it that brought 
Canada to the present proud position 
she occupies to-day?” asked the 
speaker. Canada to-day had the 
greatest wheat producing area in 
the world, and the country w 
‘commonly spoken of as the “worl 
granary” 


Canada’s Wheat Output 


Twenty years ago, if one wanted 
to grow wheat north of Edmonton, 
he ‘would have earned the title of 
fool”, for wanting to grow cereals! 
in what was known or ealled “ice 
and snow country”. Today that! 
portion of the country produced 
fome of the best wheat grown in 
the Dominion, and some of the fin-| 
est cereals eame from land 200 miles 
north of Edmonton. 

‘Such an accomplishment was not 
due to the individual efforts of any’ 
Single individual or group, but wa 
the result of mutual tolerance, ¢0-| 
operation and understanding” be- 
tween American, British, French, 
German and other = Inbour and 
capital. The growth of the pulp 
‘and paper industry could be seen 
when it was shown that, in 1881, 
five mills were engaged with @ 
capital investment of G.$10,000, 
while tovay 114 mills with an in- 
yestment of G.$460,000,000 employ- 
ed more than 28,000 people and ex- 
ported to the value of G.§192,000,- 
000. 

In the sphere of manufacturers, 
Canada to-day was shipping over 
200 different commodities to. all 
parts of the world. Such a position 
‘was just a question of raw materi 
als and horse power. Cheap water 
power in the form of hydro-electri 
schemes was the prime factor. in| 
the rapid development of Canada’ 
manufacturing industries. The 
Ontario Goternment controlled 
hydro-electric commission supplied 
power over a 300 miles radius, and 
the net profit of the undertaking 
was over $15,000,000 annually. 
To-day, as a result of cheap power, 
Canada was exporting such lines 
as refrigerators, galvanized iron, 
paints, and shoes to China in com- 
Petition with the world. Canad) 
exports were sent fo 64 coun 
and today the country was the 
fifth leading exporting nation in 
the ‘world, Such an ever-increasing 
volume of trade brought more and 
heavier responsibilities, and so the 
time arrived when the Canadians 
had. to determine whether they’ 
would romain in a more or less 
subservient position to the Mother| 
Country in the matter of trade 
treaties, or place themselves ina] 
position to negotiate treaties with| 
other countries, completely unfetter- 
ed. To-day, Canada had become 
nearly a world power and had 
negotiated trade treaties with 
Japan, Finland, Italy, France, 
Gzecho-Siovakia, "Belgium, and the 
Netherlands. The volume of their 
trade to-day, with @ population of 
only. 10,000,000, was greater than 
that of the United States when that] 
country had a popalation of 75,000, 
(000. Such a creditable result was 
due purely to co-operation, to sheer|

operation to further the interests 
of Canadian manufacturers. Their 
sole work was to brinig reliable im- 
porters in foreign countries into 
contact with reliable exporters in 
Canada, ;

trade and to render advice on mat- 
ters affecting the different customs 
and ideas prevalent in the various 
countries to which Canadian manu- 
factures were sent. They always 
sought to impress the exporter to 
live up to agreements and to carry’ 
out faithfully shipping instructions; 
in fact, to put trade on a human| 
basis. During his stay in China, he 
had found that, in nine out of ten 
cases where difficulties arose be- 
tween exporters and importers, mat- 
ters were satisfactorily adjusted 
when brought down to a “meeting: 
half way”, for after all reasonable 
ness and mutual understanding were 
prime factors in trade and human| 
relationships.

The 
article, which comes from Paris, 
was written especially with refer- 
ence to Mr. Eugene Chen, but as 
will be seen, contains an. interesting 
reference to the “North-China 
Daily News.” The writer says: 
‘A-born polemist, he (Mr. Eugene 
Chen) understood, like all real 
fighters, one line ‘of tacties only,

powerful of his confréres, the 
“North-China Daily News,” repre- 
senting British interests in the Far

Interesting Speech by Judge Loo 


‘A. large and successful New, 
‘Year gathering of the members of 
‘the Provisional ‘Court took place last | 
Tuesday night at the Oriental 
Hotel. Those present were Chief 
Justice H. ¥, Loo, presiding, Judges 
Y, K. Hu, Y. 8. Ziar, Lone Liang,

After the banquet, Chief Justice 
Loo made a short speech in which, 
while thanking all the members of 
the Court, including the Senior Con- 
sul’s Deputies, for their friendly co- 
operation and efficient assistance 
in the past year, he pleaded for 
the assertion of independence of the 
Court in order that it might not be 
used for other purposes, and for 
solidarity of Judges and all mem- 
bers of the Court in order to make 
the Court a success. 

Mr, Whitamore, representing the 
Senior Consul’s Deputies, spoke in 
reply, evlogizing the Court's good 
work; and, while paying a great 
tribute to Judge Loo, laid emphasis 
‘on the importance of co-operation 
between Judges and Senior Consul’s 
Deputies. 


Judge Loo's Address: 

The following is a renumé of the 
address of Judge Loo:— 

It gives me really great pleasure 
to be here to-night to wish you all 
‘a happy New Year at this what I 
may call “the first annual social 
gathering of the members of Shang- 
hai Provisional Court”. On behalf 
of my colleagues I take this opport- 
unityyto thank our guests or, may 
1 say, our collaborators, the Senior 
Consul’s Deputies, for their kind co- 
operation and assistance in our 
difficult task—the administration of 
Justice in this groat city of Chin 

‘Looking back today. I think we 
ean all agree that 1927 has been a 
‘bad year for our Court as for many 
other things. You will remember 
that the Provisional Court, taking 
the place of the former Mixed 
Court, commonecd the first year of 
its life at a time when the erime 
wave began to flood Shanghai, and 
the Court was not sulficiently 
‘equipped to.deal with the situation 
for many " reasons. First of all, 
the government often changed. 
Daring the early months of last! 
year no fewer than three changes 
took place within four months. Then 
came the Communist terrorism, 
which has givon us a lot of trouble 
and of which the end is not yet in 
sight. 

Resisting Outside Interference 

Again, the Court was many a 
time faced with the unpleasant 
problem as to how to resist outside 
interference, especially when gr 
political prossure 
bear, which mado ‘sometimes 
doubt whether it was worth. while 
to carry on. At last, the inevitable 
came, and the long expected dis 
‘missal was peremptorily sent to me. 
Ready though I am to bow to the 
orders of the Government I feel it 
was my bounden duty to the coun- 
try to uphold the sanctity of law 
and the independence of Inw courts, 
without whieh no democracy can be 
safe. I havo fought for this many 
times before during my seven years 
in the judicial service and, if need 
be, mean to fight again. 

Furthermore, the Court was for 
‘many months criticized for being 
lenient to armed robbers. But T 
found that this was entirely due to 
the inadequacy of the existing 
criminal law which was enacted 
under normal conditions, and so 
petitioned the Nationalist Govern- 
‘ment for the enactment of a new 
vanditry Inw. It is to be hoped 
that, now the Court is empowered 
to mete out severer sentences for 
those atrocious crimes like armed 
abduction and kidnapping, banditry 
and armed robbery, the crime wave 
will in due course subside. 


Judges and Deputies 

$o much has been said about the 
dark side of 1927, that I now, 
proceed to recount to you some of| 
the things for which we ean justifi- 
ably congratulate ourselves, When 
I first came to the Court in May, 
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I noticed that there was # lack of 
co-operation on the part of the 
Chinese and foreign staff; and that, 
there was some sort of misunder- 
standing or suspicion among the 
Senior Consul’s Deputies, as well as 
the Judges, who seemed to regard 
fone another, when sitting together 
fon the bench, as potential enemies 
rather than hosts and guests. They 
were constantly in dispute on some 
petty issue or other. But in the 
later part of last year, 1 was glad 
to find that a distinet improvement | 
set in until now the Judges and De- 
puties are on the best possible terms 
‘They seem to know and appreciat 
each other better and each is ready 
‘and anxious to assist the other in 

their respective duties, 
helpful and understand- 
ing of each other's difficulties. I 
thine Twill not be wrong if I as 
eribe the cause of the complete 
change of attitude of my learned: 
colleagues and our Consular friends| 
to the fact that we all realize that 
tunless we work in harmony there 
‘ean be no permanent solution of the 
many difficult problems which we 
have from time to time to face. 

Secondly, there were very many 
remanded eases when I first took 
up the duty as President of the 
Court. I have since endeavoured to| 
reduce the number of such eases by 
having more court rooms built, 
nore judges appointed to the! 
Criminal Division and by introdue- 
ing improvements in the setting of 
‘cases and in procedure, Although 
1 cwnnot say that the result has 
Yeon what was expected, the 
endeavour has been fruitful and the 
number of remanded eases has been 
‘considerably reduced. 

Financially, the Court has been 
self-supporting and, besides making 
up the deficit of the first half year 
and paying for the building of new 
‘court rooms, it still has a substan- 
tial eredit balance on hand. 


A Prison-Visiting Committee 

Generally speaking, the Court is, 
now working in @ ‘comparatively 
satisfactory manner and is day by 
day making progress towards the 
cfliciency which a Court ought to 
have. ‘The new arrangement for 
the Criminal Courts will be put ine 
to offect to-morrow which, introdue- 
ing the system of territorial divis- 
fon and the abolition of summary or| 
police courts will simplify the work 
and do away with the necessity of 
vemanding eases. A prison visiting| 
committee will be appointed to in- 
pect prison conditions at an early 
date, Necessary steps will from 
time to time be taken to introduce 
reforms in our Court. 

In conclusion, I wish to emphasize 
the importance of making this| 
Court a success, which can, of! 
course, be obtained only by a greater’ 

nrtion of independence, security 
[and immunity from interference 
and, above all, the solidarity of all 
of us. For, after all is said and 
done, this institution is destined to 
play’a part of tho historic réle of 
bringing about the new era in the 
relations between China and for- 
ign nations by the abolition of ex- 
traterritoriality, and I am con- 
vineed that on the ultimate success. 
of this Court the final solution of 
this question will largely depend. 

T therefore have the honour to 
call you to stand up and drink the 
health of our Court. 

































































‘Mr. Whitamore’s Appreciation 

Mr. Whitamore in reply said. 
I have very little to add to what 
the learned President has so ably 
expressed, but I should like to say 
that T am myself, and I am sure 
my fellow Deputies are, in full 
agreement with what he ‘has said.

When the week closed there wore 
signs for an easier money market, 
and it is therefore expected that we 
‘may soon witness much lower pre- 
mia for near delivery. It was 
thought that some more sycee was 
about to be shipped to Tientsin from 
hhere, the total of which was est 
mated to be about 2 million taels. 

The overbought gold position of 
the Chinese speculators is now 
about 40 million yen. The gold 
dealers are fully aware that money 
here is not too plentiful and that 
exports at present exceed imports 
in value, But they ae basing their 
‘optimism on the comparatively low 
off-take of silver in India, coupled 
with the continued strength display- 
ed by the yen.

China's philoso- 
phers have taught thelr intellec- 
tuals to despise ambition and 
publicity, to scorn all that is 
vainglorious, loud and therefore 
vulgar. They preached humility 
‘and self-«ffacement, in fact, they 
expounded a lofty and noble in- 
dividualistie theory, the product of 
refined, but over-civilized minds. 
‘To the Chinese gentleman polities 
‘are a game for crooks or profes: 
sional officeseekers. He is, there- 
fore, cirefal to Keep out of it 
himself and leave the ruling to 
‘others, Where decent people keep 
‘ut, crooks naturally come in. In 
fact, who holds the power in China? 
The'country is overridden by bandit 
chiefs and generals, which amounts 
to the same, and, to use “F.D.2's" 
own terms, “these men are fortune 
hunters and they feel practically no 
responsibility at all.” 


‘The Ancestral ‘Tyr 


Here again we have an iMlustra- 
tion of the way Chinese minds are 
“burdened with the tyranny of an 
organization made for it by its 
ancestry.” The great Master's 
philosophy was intended for the con- 
‘sumption of intellectuals disgusted 
with public life by the sight of 
overbearing conquerors and their 
followers wielding power in true 
tuchun-like fashion.

In vain will “F.D.Z" extoll the 
ancestral virtues. “They are of no 
social use in the present crisis, no 
more than the chastity and sanctity 
Of cloistered monks and nuns dur- 
ing a plague epidemic, when their 
help was needed by the outside 
world. In both instances moti 
are equally selfish and unsocial. 

By deliberately keeping out of 
public life, by refusing to contribute

have made their country a place of 
the greatest contradictions and in- 
consistencies. Side by side with 
the highest teachings of mérey and 
hhumaneness we have facto of re- 
volting eruelty and injustice; a race 
Known for its peaceful ideals and 
its abhorrence of violence is being 
continually torn by civil war and 
overriden by armies numbering 
nearly two million men, who daily 
commit every conceivable act of 
violence and bratality; a nation 
boasting of its ancient and refined 
culture tolerates nearly 400 millions 
of her nationals to linger in the 
most, abject ignoranee, superstition 
and bestiality, and so on...

‘united out of chaos, they invariably 
had already possessed elements of a 
foture ruling class in the very 
midst of anarchy, Some, had to 
pass through the humiliation of @ 
foreign conquest and foreign do- 
mination in order to achieve their 
national aim. In fact, foreign con- 
‘quest has often been the penalty 
paid for prolonged internal strfe 
and misrule. But what of those. 
nations whose political genius never 
woke even under the spur of alien 
‘oppression who for centuries and 
some even forever lost their nation- 
al independance and degenerated 
into slaves? 














China's Danger To-day 
Let “F.D.2." realize, that China's 
racial and national integrity stands

‘Sm—“All governments should 
rise and put an end to savage atroei- 
ties and eruelties in Mexico, Rusti 
‘and China.” Such is the Christm 
message from the Pope of Rome; 
significant indeed to the Roman 

Catholic world. 

It seems quite clear that all good 
iving and disciplined people would 
welcome the overthrow of Bolshey~ 
ism, peace restored to China and an. 
end’ to the uprisings in Mexico, 

As a first step to bring about a 
realization of a settled world, all 
governments should get together and 
sink all party differences; there 
should be no sitting on the fenco, 
no skulking politicians scheming for 
national or party gain; the policy 
should be a straight one in every 
respect, and, when the slate is 
cleaned, there should be no debts to 
‘canker the hearts of the peoples, 

‘There are, no doubt, many people 
who think that such 'a crusade ag 
Suggested by the Pope would coat 
colossal sums of money and the 
shedding of much blood. I hold the 
opinion that a true unity of nations 
such as might brought about by the 
League of Nations, could accomplish 
such a task with’ not too great a, 
difficulty, In fact, I believe, with 
regard to Russia, the battle ‘would 
be well nigh won’ ere the task were 
commenced, for the simple reason, 
that the bulk of true Russlans would 
rally around the crusaders, + 

With regard to China there is 
reason to believe that all Chinese, 
with the exception of the warring 
factions, would welcome peace; and 
therin lies half the success of the 
task, 

In dealing with Russia, it seems 
to me, there need be no wanderings 
of vast armies over huge arens; I 
‘consider that the occupation of Mose 
cow and the establishment of a for- 
eign administration would speedily 
right that country, ‘The contigous 
areay of Moscow could be extended 
until such times as the “White 
Russians” were organized and 
strengthened to tako over the city 
and govern tho country. Under 
such circumstances T venture to 
predict Bolshevism would soon die 
out. 

In China the task would perhaps 
be more complicated. I think that 
with a benevolent intervention, with 
po party favoured or assisted in 
any way, the road to the cessation 
of hostilities would not be a difficult 
‘one, ‘The first step to take should be 
the entire stoppage of the entry of 

Himited areas should be 
‘ceupied in all ports of consequence, 
and all attempts of the entry of 
Chinese soldicry subdued with as 
little bloodshed as possible, ‘There 
fs no reason to believe that Chines 





















































equipped foreign 
armies. It is reasonable to suppose 
that the enemy would be a common, 
‘minus civilian support—and 
the’ Chinese armies, as all know, 
snse of patriotism. Under 
circumstances these eoolie 
armies would soon disperse, In the 
event of a successful disarmament 
the formation of a government 
would have tobe considered. It 
seems to me that the timo has come 
to make Shanghai the seat of Gov- 
ernment.

He had never deviated 
in any way from the story which 
he had told to the captain and to 
the learned Magistrate. He had 
not refused to speak at the trial in 
the lower Court and then later 
Taunch into a complicated defence.

STORY OF POLICE OFFICER'S 
DEATH 


In H. M. Police Court on Monday 
afternoon, before the Registrar, 
Mr. I. T. Morris, sitting as Coroner, 
the inquest was resumed on. the 
body of Det. Sergt. F. G. Campbell 
who met his death as a result of 
2 bullet wound sustained in a raid 
on armed robbers on December 30 
Tt is noteworthy that his assailant] 
died in hospital on Sunday night| 
fand an inquest was conducted 
Monday morning at the Publ 
Mortuary. 

At the inquest on Det. Sergt. 
Campbell on Monday, Dr. G.D. Gray, 
said that te deceased was brought 
to the Country Hospital on the 
morning of December 30. He was 
alive but unconscious and was im- 
mediately taken to the operating| 
theatre. "Before, however, an opera 
tion could be performed, he died as 
fa result f bullet wounds in the 
abdomen. 

Sergt, A. E. J. Andrews, 8. M. P. 
attached to Bubbling Well Police 
Station, said:—“At about 945 a.m. 
on December 30, I accompanied 
party of police, of which the 
deceased was a member, to Great 
Western Road to investigate a re- 
port of an alleged armed robbery. 
On arrival at the scene, a party 
consisting of Sub-Insp. " Hotch- 
kiss, the late Det-Sergt. Campbell 
and’ myself drew our pistols and 
approached a country house where 
it was alleged the robbers had taken 
refuge. Det-Sergt, Campbell was 
the first to enter, followed by my- 
self and then Sub-Insp. Hotchkiss. 
We were met by an old Chinese 
‘woman and passing her we entered 
‘8 compartment at the rear of the 
hhouse containing two beds which 
appeared to be occupied. The de- 
‘ceased approached the bed on the 
left immediately followed by. my- 
self and Sub-Insp. Hotchkiss ap- 
proached the bed on the right. 


‘The Shooting Deseribed 


“The deceased was in the act of 
pulling back the bedelothes when 
the occupant of the bed immediately 
‘opened fire which was replied to 
by the deceased. Sub-Insp. Hotch- 
kkiss opened fire on the occupant of 
the bed on the right at the same 
time. From my position in the 
centre, I swung round and saw 
deceased collapse and I observed 
the fon the bed on the left 
hand side, resting on his left arm 
and continuing to fire in my 
direction: several bullets passing: 



































id through my overcoat and trousers. 


T opened fire and he fell back on 
the bed which convinced me that 
he was mortally wounded or dead. 
I then concentrated my attention to 
the other man who still showed 
signs of life after having been shot 
by Sub-Inspr. Lotchkiss. I fired 
several rounds at him from which 
he expired. I then turned my at- 
tention to the deceased who had 
crawled to the outer compartment

‘Sub-Insp. Hotchkiss gave corro- 
borative evidence and a C. P. C. 
related how he had informed the 
police station after having been 
told by » coolie that armed robbers 
were in hiding in one of the houses 
in the vieinity. 


‘The Finding 


After the coolie had corroborated 
Inst witness’ evidence, the 
Coroner said: “I find that Frank 
Garden Campbell died at Shangh 
on December 30, as a result of a 
wound received at the hands of a 
person oF persons not subject to the 
Jurisdiction of this Court and under: 
‘such circumstances that if he or 
they had been subject to the 
jurisdiction of this Court, he or 
‘they would be charged with 
murder, The story of this young 
man’s bravery aptly illustrates the 
necessity for the utmost care and 
‘caution when trying to effect the 
arrest of these dangerous criminals 
who are obviously prepared to offer 
desperate and determined resistance 
if challenged by the police. I have 
no doubt that a miscalculation of 
the danger in front of him cost the 
deceased his life. Had he known 
for certain that these men were 




















armed and intended to resist! 


capture at all costs, I have no doubt 
that he would have found other 
means to dislodge them.” 


Death of the Robber 


‘An inquest also was held on the 
body of the armed robber (name 
unknown) who shot and killed Det 
Sgt. Campbell, S.M.P. on Decem- 
ber 30. Deceased died at 11.25 p.m., 
on Sunday. After Det-Sgt. Henry 
had described the incidents leading 
up to the raid on the house in 
which the kidnappers were in hid- 
ing, Judge Keh found that deceas- 
ed.’ had met his death through 
wounds sustained whilst resisting 
the police. 


BREACH OF KING'S 
REGULATIONS 


Aw Indian, Kartar Singh, S.M.P., 
attached to the Amoy Road Gaol, 
was arrested by Mr, Charles Wea- 
therhead, Assistant Commissioner 
of Police in charge of the Gaol, on 
Tuesday, and appeared before ‘Mr. 
I. T. Morris, H. M. Magistrate on 
Wednosday, charged with a breach 
of the King’s Regulations, Mr. E. T. 
‘Maitland, with whom was associated 
Mr. W, Beatty, Assista:t Commis 
joner in charge of the Sikh Branch, 
prosecuted. After Mr, Weather- 
head gave evidence of arrest and 
roughly outlined accused's derelie- 
tion from duty, the ense was 
adjourned, 

‘Accused on Thursday was senten- 
ced to a month's imprisonment, 
evidence having been given regard:

CASE DISMISSED ON NON-SUIT 


A case, taking up the entire morn- 
ing session, and. eventually dis- 
missed by His Honor, Judge Purdy, 
jn tho U, 8. Court, was. brought 
on Thursday by the King Pao Shan 
Motor Launch Co, v. Dee ©. Chuan, 
& Co, Inc. Major G, P. Holeomb 
appeared on behalf of the plaintifts 
Mr. S. A. Moss for the defer 
Ants, who are a Filipino corporation 
with’ head ices in’ Manila and re- 
presented locally by agents. 

Damages wore sought for lo 
Profits to the extent of $6,000, 
by plaintiffs to have resulted when 
the motor launch, Hozan Maru, 
later known a8 the King Pao Shan, 
property of soven Chinese residing 
in Wenchow, was damaged ina 
collision with the str, Sing Bo, pro- 
erty of the defendants, "One 
month was required to make re- 
pairs on the launch following the 
Cellision, which occurred on August 
4, 1926, in the Whangpoo. Defend 
Ant firm had paid is. 1,860 for the 
repairs. 

Cross examination of Zung Pao- 
choun, one of the partners of the 
plaintiffs, established the fact. that 
the motor launch had flown the 
Japanese flag and was making trips 
to" Wenchow ‘under Japanese. Te 
gistration until October 11, 1926, 
‘whereas repairs had been completed 
fon September 6. Formal transfer 
of ownership had not been held by 
Plaintiffs, who bought the boat from 
4 Japanese, until after October 11.

In the Provisional Court, last Fri-| 
day, before Judge Liang Lone and 
Mr. Whitamore, Senior Consul’s 
Deputy, an-unemployed Chinese was 
charged, with being concerned with 
five others not yet in custody, on 
a charge of armed robbery, at 43

of an armed robbery which took 
place in the Chinese village off 
Bubbling Well Road. After the rob- 
bery, two of the robbers went to 
an unnumbered house off the Great 
‘Western Road, and it was during the 
time the police were trying to arrest 
them that Det.- Sgt. Campbell was 
murdered. 

Accused scid that he had 
been convicted before on opium 
charges but did not know anything 
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‘about the present charge. “I am 
getting married in Ningpo on the 
19th and eame to Shanghai to buy 
things before the marriage” he con- 
cluded, 

‘The case was remanded for one 
week, 


DRY GOODS STORES STRIKE 


‘A shop assistant appeared in the 
Provisional Court, last Friday, before 
Judge Liang Lone and Mr. Whita- 
more, Senior Consul’s Deputy, on & 
charge of attempting to prevent 
certain persons from carrying on 
their lawful business. 

‘Det-Sub-Inspr. Tinkler stated 
that accused was employed in a dry 
goods store at 1171 Hanbury Road.

RUSSIAN CHARGED WITH 
MURDER, 


Before Judge Wan Chien” and 
Mr. H. E. Stevens, the Senior 
Consul's Deputy, in’ the Shang- 
hai Provisional Court, on Thurs- 
day afternoon, a young  Rus- 
sian named Constantine Voize- 
hoviteh was charged in connection 
with the murder of his superior 
officer, a bontswain on board the 
A.D. C. str, Chin Kuang, by stabbing 
him on the right wide of the chest 
with a knife last May. 

Counsel appearing in the case 
were Mr. E. T. Maitland (Prosecut- 
ing Solicitor), and Drs. O. Fischer 
and F. Wilhelm, the last two law- 
yers representing the accused. 

It will be recalled that @ 
had been given at previous heat 
showing that deceased had 
‘ed accused to assist him 
work aboard the ‘uang, which 
the latter is said to have refused 
to do. ‘There was ‘an argument: 

is alleged to have pushed 
the deceased man ard the latter 
slapped him. As a blow on the head 
is said to be a deadly insult to 
Russians, accused is alleged to have 
rushed to his eahin, secured a knife, 
returned and stabbed the boatswain, 
Death was instantaneous. The de- 
fence was that deceased was nervous 
and mentally deranged and experts 
‘were appointed to examine him, Dr. 
H. Bary for the defence and Dr. R- 
Robertson, Assistant Commissioner: 
of Public ‘Health, for the police. 

Dr. Bary's Qualifications 

At the last hearing, Mr. Stevens, 
the Deputy, brouzht forward the 
question of Dr. Bary’s qualifications 
and, on Thursday, Dr. Fischer 
(defending) produced a pile 
of letters, including one from 
Dr. W. New, president of 
the ‘National Medical Asso- 
ciation of China, another from 
Dr. E. S, Tyau, acting dean of St.

Bennett, Superintendent of | the 
Shanghai General Hospital, certify- 


ing that ‘Dr. Bary was properly 
qualified as a nerve and mental 
specialist, and that he was of good 
standing'in tho community. Judge 
‘Wan stated that he did not distrust 
Dr. Bary, nor had he any question 
in his mind as to the doctor's 
‘qualifications, but, in view of the 
seriousness of the charge, ho felt 
that it was his duty to "exercise 
considerable care in dealing with 
the ease and to see that accused 
was examined by a reputable and 
qualified medical practitioner, who 
was a specialist in this line. 

Dr. Fischer then read part of an 
opinion on accused's condition which 
had been issued by Dr. Robertson, 
as_ follows: 

“The prisoner gives. sane and 
normal replies to all questions. 

“Dr. Bory informs me that Voize- 
hoviteh is at the moment perfectly 
sane. This statement coincides 
with my opinion. 

“Dr. Bary and I then received all 
facts of the Voizehovitch case, and 
T agree that it is a reasonable and 
Just medical opinion to regard 
Voizchoviteh, at the moment the 
crime took place, to have been 
mentally irresponsible for his act— 
that is, temporarily insane. 


Mental Excitement 
‘I consider that the provocation 
of the blow on his head, inficted 
by the deceased, was sufficient to 
‘make him ‘see red,’ then lose all 
self control and perform an act. 
which, in his normal state, he would 
never. have contemplated. I find 
that Voizchovitch has an unstable 





























| nervous system, due to heredity, 


which has been ‘accentuated by the 
hardships of the life of a Russian 
exile in China. He has had his 
adolescence embittered by the loss 
of his father. His parentage and 
childhood were full of promise for 
a life of a standard entirely at 
variance from what has eventuated, 
‘He has shown to his best friends an 
instability of disposition, reflecting 
itself in sudden attacks of irres- 
ponsibility, which, in his saner mo-

THE BADLY WANTED WONG 


An interesting application was 
made on Thursday morning in the 
Shanghai Provisional Court _be- 
fore Judge Ling Pinu and Mi 
M. Hasegawa, Senior —Consul's 
Deputy, for the disposal of certain 
Properties at present lying in 90 
Mandalay Road, 

Det-Inspr. Quayle informed the 
Bench that, at 11 a.m., on Wednes- 
day, a detective from ‘Chapel asked 
the’ Municipal Police for assistance 
in arresting one Wong Kyi, & 
former military officer who served 
under Gen. Tang Seng-chi during 
the Communist régime in Hankow, 
and who lived in the Sinza District. 
The detective referred to did not 
know where Wong lived, 0 he was 
told to get further information and 
a warrant. At 145 pm, he came 

to Sinza Station and stated 
that the wanted man had absconded. 
He had found out where Wong 
lived and had gone there. As he 
entered the front door, Wong ran 
‘out of the back. Witness went to 
the house and found several ser- 
vants inside, as well 
‘small son. Witness put a guard in 
the house and asked Headquarters 
for instructions as there were & 
large number of valuable articles— 
curios, jewellery, paintings and 
clothing—inside. ‘An inventory had 
not been taken. Witness did not 
know why the Chinese authorities 
wanted Wong, but apparently they 
wanted him very badly. 

A detective attached to the Shang- 
hhai Garrison Commissioner's yamen 
stated that Wong was an officer in 
the Communist army under Tang 
Seng-chi and he was wanted very 
badly. A lot of Communist books 
were found in his house, and also, 
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‘a number of, official seals which 
‘were thrown away by Wong in his; 
fight, 

‘A remand was ordered and the 
property meanwhile will be kept 
pending further investigations. 








ANOTHER DEPUTY PROTESTS 


A very strong protest was lodge‘ 
in the Shanghai Provisional Court 
on Thursday morning, by Mr. 8. L. 
Burdett, Senior Consul’s Deputy, 
‘against a decision made by Judge. 
Li Ching-foo in a ease in which 
four men were sentenced for armed 
robbery. Judge Li sentenced two of 
the men to 15 years’ imprisonment 
each, a third was given imprison- 
anent for life, and the death sentence 
was passed on the fourth. 

In his protest, Mr, 
stated: 

‘The new Bandit Law was pro- 
mulgated at the instanco of the 
‘Judges and Deputies of this Court, 
With the express object of enabling 
tho Court to deal out adequate 
punishment to ‘such criminals Jas 
these. ‘The fourth accused has very 
properly been sentenced to denth, 
As regards the first, second and 
third ecused, there’ are no éx- 
tenuating circumstances” whatever, 
except possibly the youth of the 
‘second accused, The crimes com- 
‘mitted by them are precisely similar 
to those for which the fourth 
‘accused has been sentenced to death. 
Moreover, these three men are ox- 
soldiers, who admittedly oxist by 
‘means of robbery, ‘The futility of 
not applying the Bandit Law in 
sh a case as this is abundantly 
evident, I therefore protest strong 
ly against the inadequacy of the 
sentences passed upon these three 
accused and against the unreason~ 
able differentiation between them. 
‘As these men have been sentenced 
under the Chinese Provisional Cri- 
minal Code, the Police may appeal,

Enankment Swept from Westminster to Blackfriars 


by Thames in Spate 


London, Jan. 6. 


Having weathered a blizzard, a 
great thaw, and floods, the country 
has now been sivept by a terrific 

le, which has already been re- 
sponsible for a number of casualties 
and ccusiderable damage, 

Tn North London » wall was 
blown down, burying and killing @ 
woman. In’ West London a hoard- 
ng collapsed, two men and a wo- 
‘man being injured, Another hoard- 
ing in Northwest London crashed 
fon top of a man and a girl, 

‘Two P. & O liners, the Razmak 
and the ‘Mooltan, collided at ‘T- 
Dury. ‘The former was blown from 
her course and had her bridge very 
much damaged. Her sailing to 
Bombay has been delayed. 

Gusts of wind, sometimes blow- 
ing at the rate of 60 miles an hour, 
Jashed the Thames along the Es 
Dankment into the semblance cf 
rough sea. Showers of spray de- 
luged the barges, 

horse-van ctossing the Tower 
Bridge was overturned and an 
avalanche of tea chests hurled into 
the river. The driver and tho 
horse, however, were not hurt, 


Many pedestrians were blown 
from the pavements under the 
traffic, ‘There were a number of 
exciting rescue 

‘The alr services across the Chan- 
nicl have been suspended, while 
many vessels in the Irish Soa raced 
to. shelter. 

Bight men were seriously injured 
in Belfast when a section of scat 
folding was blown down, 


‘Thames Breaks Its Banks 
‘Tho Thames, which was in very 
heavy spate following the great 
‘thaw, overflowed its banks in Lon- 
don in the early hours this morning, 
Smundating the low-lying districts 
fof the city and bringing a night of 
terror and tragedy along the north 
Uank between Lambeth and Vaux- 
hull Bridges. Numbers of people 
were trapped in the basements of 
houses and; up to the presert, it 
is known that eleven persons were 
drowned, 
‘The Embankment was flooded 
from Blackfriars to Westminster. 
On the first rush of the waters 
police hurried to warn the sleeping 
occupants of houses in Lambeth. 
Parents hastily grabbed their 
childven and ran before the a 
vancing flood. The majority of 
them “reached safoty in streets 
away from the river. Others, how- 
fever, wore trapped by the ‘vising 
‘The waters of the Thames rose 
with appulting suddenness. Several 
yvlirenien, who were giving the 
alarm, were swept off their fect. 
‘The river broke the parapet in 
several places and seattered tho 
xuing into the streot. 















































Parliament Involved 

‘The waters invaded the Houses of 
Parliament and the Tate Gallery, 
washing out a watehman from the

‘Thomas Hardy, ost, at the age 
of 87-—Reuter. 








‘The late Thomas Hardy was born 
‘on June 2, 1840 in Dorsetshire. He 
was educated at King’s College, 
London and had the following 
degrees: Hon, LL.D. Aberdeen: 
Litt, D, Cambridge and D. Litt. 
Oxford: LL.D. St. Andrews: Hon, 
Fellow Magdalene College, Cam- 
bridge and Queen's College, Oxford. 
He worked ‘at Gothic architecture 
under Sir A. Blomfield A.R.A., 
1862-07: was a prizoman of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects 
1863, and the Architectural Associa- 
tion, 1863. He wrote prose verses 
1860-1868, but gave up verse for 
prose 1808-70, but resumed it later. 
He held the Gold Medal of the 
Royal Society of Literature and was 
a Member of the Council of Justice 
to Animals. He was against blood- 
sport, dog-ehaining and the caging 
of birds. 


‘An Inscrutable Problem 

‘Take Thomas Hardy all in all, 
and we had a well-nigh inscrutable 
problem. No Grand Old Man of 
English letters ever reached such a 
sure pinnacle of fame in his own 
ifetime, yet none has been 50 
superficially appraised. It is a 
paradox. Out of the millions of 
readers of his gospel (for it is 
nothing less) it would be hard to 
find thousands who really felt as 
he meant them to fect. 

It is ensy to define a genius, with 
some show of accuracy. But to 
define Thomas Hardy, we have te 
bring on « sort of heartache of in- 
‘trospeetion. It is significant that it 
Was the later Victorians who made 
him a “best-seller,” If he had been 
at his beginnings to-day....but let 
that pass. The truth fs) we read 
Hardy, en masse, for reasons that 
are mixed. Those who cannot bear 
to study cause and effect—to probe 
the deep spiritual truths that Hardy 
revealed—will nevertheless be ear- 
ried away by works like "Jude the 
Obscure” and “Tess,” because these 
are such amazingly good stories. 
Without calculating, Hardy ha 

ven to tho world a doctrine, half 
auty and half despair, in a form 
whieh will pass, among’ the undis~ 
ceriminating, as ‘magnificent. fiction 





















































and nothing more. He is still 
sometimes described as “a popular 
novelist!”

millions who veal his books to-day 
4n every corner of civilization, and 
fn every language, a goodly ‘part 
have had him presented to them as 
classic. And not to know him is

‘Thomas Hardy deeply moved two 
generations and five continents.

INDUSTRIAL PEACE CONFERENCE 





Private Meeting between 


Employers and General 


Council of the T. U. C. 


London, Jan, 12. 

‘An epoch-making conference be- 
tween a representative group of 
employers and the General Couneil 
of the Trades Union Congress with 
the object of promoting industrial 
peace opened to-day at Burlington 
House. The conference is being 
held in private, 

Before the conference, the Gén- 
eral Council of the-‘Trades Union 
Congress held a discussion of 
Policy, lasting three hours, when 
Mr. A. J. Cook bitterly opposed the 
conference.

Peace Conference 
sat for three hours to-day. 

A joint official statement says 
that on the motion of Mr, Ben 
Turner of the Trade Union Coun- 
cil, Sir Alfred Mond was elected 
President of the Conference, 

Sir Alfred Mond explained that 
employers were present in their in- 
dividual eapacity. ‘The Conference 
would consider general lines of 
policy. He reviewed the problems 
to be examined, including the better 
organization of industry by means 
of amalgamation, the introduction 





the improvement of the security 
and status of the worker, who, he 
said, should be given an interest in 
the business in which he was en- 
gaged. 

Sir Alfred Mond remarked that 
they could not expect to create 
heaven on earth, but if they could 
give Britain éreedom from indus- 
trial disputes, they would place the 
country, which has always been a. 
leader in these matters, in the 
forefront of nations. 

Mr. Ben Turner emphasized the 
vital importance of finding a just 
and lasting solution of the indus- 
trial problems of the country and 
by so doing putting the country on 
the highway of prosperity.

Frost Our OWN Connssroxnent 


London, Dec. 8. 


Small 
pox in a mild form exists in several 
towns, and London, particularly in 
the eouthern areas, in common with 
many of the larger cities, is exper 
fencing a diphtheria epidemic, Cases 
of scarlet fever also are prevalent, 
and there are signs that an epi 
mic of measles may occur shortly. 
It isa regrettable fact that the 
number of cases of diphtheria has 
not been diminished of late years, 
as was hoped. Since the beginning 
of the century, scarlet fever has. 
for some unknown reason become a 
less dangerous disease, at any rate 
in the south of England, and the 
‘Metropolitan Asylums Board re- 
cently decided that it should no lon~ 
ger be given greater consideration 
‘than meas 

There also is a mild, yet virulent, 
form of influenza—gastric troubles, 
with ncute dysantery, which has to 
be watehed or it mast lend to ine 
flammation of the bowels. Thou. 
sands are down with it for four oF: 
five days. Tho weather may be res 
ponsible, as it often is ielly cold. 
Londoners did not see the sun for 
ten days recently, and so far, Lon- 
don this year has had 188 ‘fewer 
hours of sunshine than the 1,475 
‘hours that normally fall to her lot. 
‘Sunny 1921 had 194 hours in excess 
of this total, and 1922 had a three 
hours excess.

Clever Swindle in Austro-Hun- 


= > garian ‘Bonds 





Prox Our Oww Contesroxoext 
Paris, Nov. 24. 

Many glimpses into the shady side 
of finance are afforded by the affair 
of the Hungarian and Austrian 
bonds which is being investigated 
by the French police. When the 
question of Austrian and Hungarian 
debts was taken in hand after the 
war, it was admittedly impossible 
for ‘these countries to refund the 
face value of their Government stock| 
held by citizens of the Allied coun- 
tries, but neither Austria nor Hun- 
gary’ wanted to follow the exami 
‘of Germany in going bankrupt 
starting afresh. They preferred to 
‘make a composition with thelr 
and so it was arranged 
iv bonds held outside their] 
frontiers before the arrangement| 
should be made redeemable on the 
basis of 82 per cent. of their par 
value in gold. ‘The bonds held’ in 
the two countries themselves of 
course were left outside this 
arrangement and consequently be 
came far inferior in value. 

The two classes of bonds were 
distinguished by stamps, marked on| 
the bonds in the respective countries| 
of the holders, and evidently it has 
occurred to more than one person 
that money was to be made if the 
Austrian or Hungarian stamps could 
be erased nd the bonds presented 
for stamping in some Allied coun- 
try, after which they could, of, 
course, be sold in the open mavket| 
at a large profit, as they were 
bought with paper money. The] 
operation succeeded admirably at 
first in Paris, but eventually the 
banks! attention was attracted by 
the large quantity of bonds present- 
ed for stamping, each lot being ac-| 
companied by a declaration signed 
by a French citizen to the effect| 
that the bonds were -his or her 
property before the specified date, 
On close examination, signs of 
erasure. were observed, and. the 
police were put on the track. ‘They 
arrested two or three persons who| 
had ient their names to the stamping 
operation, and discovered that the 
principal ‘mover in the affair was a 
banker named Blumenstein, whom 
they caught rather luckily. 

‘A detective happened to be at the 
house of one of the banker's sup- 
‘posed accomplices, when a telephone 

Il came through from Blumenstel 
himself. ‘The maid-servant who a 
swered the call was instructed by the 
detective to say that the man whom 
Blumenstein “wanted was ont. 
Blumenstein then asked if the see- 
relary were in, and the gis 
replied:—"No” before the detective 
could warn her. Blumenstein then 
rang off. The detective immediately 
called up the exchange and found 
that the previous call was mad: 
from an hotel. He rushed there, met 
Blumenstein coming out of the door, 
and arrested him. 

Several Arrests 

Blumenstein appears to have'been 
the leading spirit in a syndicate, 
of which another member was 
French Gnancier named De Falloi 
also in custody. De Fallois had a 
friend, a former French Consul, 
named La Caze, whom he persuaded 
that making a false declaration of 
the ownership of bonds was a mere

‘An essential part of the scheme 
was to bring the bonds into France, 
and for this Blumenstein’s son was 
selected, no doubt on account of his!

Young Blumenstein arrived in Paris 
one day with three valises fall of 
donds. “Their unusual weight at- 
‘tracted the attention of the Customs| 
men, who insisted on opening them, 
and, as young Blumenstein had no| 
permit to import securities, the 
Yalises were detained." When’ 
Blumenstein the elder, who then was 
in Paris, was informed of this con- 
tretemps, he treated the matter very 
lightly and hinted that, for  person| 
of his influence, it would be quite| 
an easy matter to get hold of the 
bonds. In the ordinary course he| 
would have had to apply to. the 
Ministry of Finance for a release, 
Dut he did not trouble to carry out 
this tiresome formality, and one of 
the points requiring to be cleared 
up i8 what means he employed to| 
induce the Customs officials to sur- 
render the bonds. 

In the course of their investiga- 
tions, the police noticed numerous 
small lots of bonds recorded as] 
having been presented for stamping 
in the name of the Marguis de La 
Houplidre, a decayed scion of the 
aristocracy earning a very — poor| 
living asa bank clerk. As La 
Houplitre was in trouble as far 
back a8 1909, since which distant} 
date he has done five years im-| 
prisonment for fraud, the detectives 
naturally suspected ‘that his con- 
nection with the bond-stamping’ 
affair was not altogether innocent, 
and they discovered that he was| 
acting as representative of one John| 
Humbert, of Geneva, who from time 
to time sent him unstamped bonds 
which he presented in Paris as his 
‘own property and sent back to 
Geneva after they were stamped.

Once upon a time treaties were 
made between our respective 
countries and China. In accordance 
with the terms of these treaties 
the people of the different nations 
began trading with the Chinese, 
and many settled in China. Great 
trading houses gradually grew up 
‘and people acquired land where 
was lawful and possible to do so. 
Wherever the foreigner _ settled, 
roads were built, order maintained, 
and the Chinese began to ap- 
preciate the many benefits derived 
from living in these places. ‘They 
‘came by thousands and were made 
‘welcome. 

Ta course of time these placer 
grew into big cities and towns. 
‘Thousands of foreigners invested

A lucid and entertaining account 
of the place held by the Chinese act- 
ess in the theatre-going world of 
China, past and present, is given 
by an author well known locally, Mr. 
George Kin Leung, in the December 
fgsue of “Asia.” Mr. Leung's re- 
fieetions are presented with — the 
fluency of his race, combined with 
considerable stady of the drama, 
popularized to meet the requirements| 
of those less well versed than him- 
self in this most fascinating of 
Chinese arta, 

‘The comparatively short sketch 
contains in part a contrast between 
the Chinese actress and the tan or 
female impersonator who has long 
been a distinguished element in 
Chinese drama, To Mr. Leung's 
liberal point of view there appear 
Chinese actresses of the present, 
time who rival the tons in their 
traditional stronghold.

Care Which Repays Us Three- 
fold 


Cleanliness and care are the two 
chief essentials of boauty culture, 
whether it is to be applied to the 
eyes, skin, hair, hands or fect. A 
thorough cleansing comes first, and 
the proper kind of care afterwards. 
Winter winds and fogs, too many 
hours of work by artificial light, 
and too much reading in bad light 
fare serious enemies to eye beauty, 
but they are not unconquerable, 
‘The eyes should be given a bath 
and a rest every evening.

CARING FOR BLANKETS 


What To Note In Buying Them 


‘The correct weight for a pair of 
blankets for a single bed is Tibs. 
and for a double bed about 11lbs. 
Many housewives when buying 
blankets do not trouble about the 
weight, paying far more attention 
to the texture and fuffiness of the 
material. ‘The weight, how-ver, 
really is of importance. Good 
quality all-wool blankets should be 
somewhere about the weight quoted. 
Other points to remember are that 
fa super fluffy texture is not always 
@ guarantee of quality, as clever 
combing will give a thick fluffy coat 
to inferior blankets. An _ even 
closely-knit texture should be looked 
for, the blankets should be firm and 
yet soft to the touch, and the fi 
‘at the borders should be closely 
observed, as a badly-stitched or 
roughly-finished blanket may 
indicate bad work throughout, 
‘This season there is quite a craze 
for coloured blankets, and they are 
obtainable in the’ most lovely 
colourings, such as deep orange, 
delicate pinks and blues, beige, and 
even scarlet, They are no more ex- 
pensive to buy than cream blankets, 
and it is certainly an attractive idea 
to have blankets that tone with one's 
bedroom colour scheme. Patterned 
blankets, too, are having a vorue, 
‘one of their chief recommendations 
boing that they can take the place of 
top coverlet and save the laundry 
bills. 
It is’ always more economical in 
the long run to have blankets clean- 
ed rather than washed. Itis a good 
plan to give them an airing in the 
garden occasionally on a sunny day, 
and if they are kept clean and fresh 
in a dry cupboard with a lump of 
camphor or a few moth balls, the 
moth is not likely to trouble them, 
Tt is rarely that moths attack 
blankets; they do not like the smell
